TUTOR TO THE PRESIDENT 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

Washington, D. C., April 22.~—[Special. }— 
Capt. John M. Bowyer, U. &. N., superintend- 
ent of the naval academy at Annapolis, will 
formally apologize to Prof. Henry A. Beers 
of Yale university and Miss Katherine Beers, 
his daughter, for the recent incident at 
Annapolis, in which Mies Beers was involved. 

By direction of President Taft, Secretary of 
the Navy. Meyer has made an investigation 
of the affair. President Taft is particularly 
interested in the case, because he studied un- 
der Prof. Beers at Yale. 

Capt. Bowyer offered ta make an apology 
if the department thought such action desir- 
able. Secretary Meyer thought an injustice 
had been done to Prof, Beers and his daugh- 
ter, and, it is understood, suggested that 
Capt. Bowyer apologize. 


How It All Happened. 

According to the investigation made by the 
navy department, Miss Beers was employed 
as a companion to the wife of Lieutenant 
ommander Wm. T. Tarrant, who is engineer 
officer of the battleship Michigan of the At- 
lantic fleet. She was invited to one of the 
navai acadamy hops by a midshipman. She 
attended the dance, and shortly afterward 


| left for her home in New Haven. 


One of the officers on d yy at Annapolis sug- 
gested to the midshipman, on the supposition 
that Miss Beers.was a domestic, that she 
shoula not have been invited tothe hop. The 
midshipman, according to the report received 
at the department, replied that he disagreed 
personally with the view of his superiors at 
the academy. 

The interview developed that Capt. Bow- 
yer was responsible for the suggestion that 
Miss Beers was not a desirable guesi at acad- 
emy socid4) events. 

Prof. Beers tearned of the incident and com- 
plained to the navy department. Represen- 


b tative Korbly of Indiana, who read of the 


affair in the newspapers, wrote a letter to 
Secretary Meyer protesting against the al- 
leged snobbery. 


May Be Cause of Retirement. 

¢ Beers incident may furnish am explana- 

tion for the retirement of Capt. Bowyer as 
tendent of the aeademy. Officers of 

the navy department emphatically deny that 
his approaching relief from duty at the acad- 
emy is in any way an outgrowth of the affair. 
Capt. Bowyer is in bag health, and his with-

AUTOS KILL TWO

|Third Probably Fatally In- 


jured When Struek Down 
by Motor Car in» 
Street. 


CHAUFFEUR IS ARRESTED. 


Each Accident Is Distinct from 
Other and Happens in a 
Different Part of 

/ _ the City. 


Two children were killed by automobiles in 
Chicago late yesterday afternoon and a third 
wae 60 badly injured in the evening that he is 
notexpectedtolive. — 

All of the victime were struck while they 
were playing in the etreeta. Bach accident 
was distinct from the other and’-took place at 
a different part of the city. 

The dead are: 


HINISH, MILDRED, 10 years old, 6832 N. Clark 
st., ram over by automobile at North Clark 
street and Barry avenue; died almost instantly. 

KANE, JOHN P., 7 years old, 635 West 48th 
place, killed at Forty-cighth place and Union 
avenue, 

The injured: 

HICKEY, JOHN 8 years old, 1063 Cornelia 
avenue, struck by automobile at North Clark 
street and Aldine avenue; skull fractured, 
injured internally. 


Boy, Confused, Stands Before Auto. 

A motor car, owned and driven by Michael 
C. Walsh, 1486 South St. Louls avenue, a 
building contractor, bore down on the Kane 
child before he realized his peril. 

With boyish confusion he stdod stock stil). 
The car could not be stopped, it is said, until 
it had bowled down the little fellow and 
moved past, with screeching brakes, for about 
a half block. 

A skull fracture and a crushed body re- 
sulted in death, while the victim was being 
transported in Walsh's automobile to Dr. P. 
A. Murphy's office, 655 West Forty-seventh 
street. 

Welsh gave himself up to the police at the 
Fillmore street station and was permitted to-+ 
go on promise to Capt. John Mahoney that 
he would be present at the inquest. 

Michael Kane, the boy’s father. is foreman 
of a construction gang of the Peoples Gas 
Light and Coke company. He learned of the 
accident just as he was returning home

| Girt af Death 
ri inish lost her life about 9 o ‘lack; 
at fight while her mother still was on duty 
as telegraph operator in a branch office of 
the Western Union, near Clark street and 
Barry avenue—fifteen feet from the spot of 
the accident. C. W, Hinish, the father, isa 
motorman on the North Clark street line. 
The driver of the machine, Frederick J. 
Drake, Jr., 17 years old, 36385 Pine Grove 
avenue, surrandered to the Sheffield avenue 
police, and was held on a charge of man- 
slaughter. 


Darts in Front of Machine. 

Witnesses uniformly assert that Mildred 
walked acroes the sidewalk from her moth- 
er’s office, passed in front of a motionless au- 
tomobile along the curbing which obscured 
Drake’s approaching machine. 

.She started to dart across the street and 
almost was instantly struck down. The au- 
tomobile was said to have been moving ata 
rate of about ten miles an hour, but it was 
not etopped until both wheels had passed 
over the child. 

There were many to help carry her to a 
corner drug store, but she exhibited no sign 
of returning life. Dr. R. 8. H. Solomon, am- 
bulance doctor of Sheffield avenue police 
station, was at the side of the child ten min- 
utes after the accident. The only service 
that devolved on him was thé taking pf. 
names of witnesses, of which there were 
many. . 

Mrs. Hinish did wot see the accident. She 


saw the excited crowd in front of her office [ 


without suspecting what had happened until 
told. She then became hysterical. At mid- 
night she was under a doctor's care. 


Hickey Boy’s Recovery Dubious.

Two Held Secretly in Chicago 
House for Week After Ar- 
rest in Detroit. 


TRACED BY ‘CLOCK BOMBS.’ 


Two men from Chicago and one from In- 
dianapolis, Ind., were started on fast trains 
for Los Angeles last night, to answer to the 
charge of the killing of twenty-one persons. 

They are accused specifically of having 
blown up the newspaper building of the Los 
Angeles Times on Oct. 1, 1910. Over their 
heads hangs a reward aggregating $100,000— 
to be paid for the capture and conviction of 
the perpetrators of this crime. 

At the door of the three is laid @ conspiracy 
that has resulted in more than a dogen dyna- 
mite outrages, paralleling in horror the 
Couer d’Alene assassination,‘ bared by Harry 
Orchard's confession, for which Labor Lead- 
ers Haywood, Moyer and Pettibone were 
tried and acquitted. The explosione took

MEN UNDER ARREST. 
The prisoners are: 


JOHN J. McNAMARA, secretary of the later- 
national Bridge and Stractaral Iron Workers’ 
anion, of ladianapolis, captured there, alleged 
by the police to be the ringleader in bomb plot. 

J. W. McNAMARA, Cincinnati, 0., brother of 
secretary John J. McNamara of the union; charged 
with having set off the Times building bomb; 
arrested in Detroit and brought te Chicago. 

ORTIE E. McMANIGAL, 414 Seath Sangamon 
street, Chicago, member same union; named as the 
inventor of the clockwork bombs; arrested in 
Detroit and brought to Chicago. 

J. W. McNamara and Ortie McManigal 


have been held secretly in Chicago under 
guard for a week awaiting a code ‘clegram 


from Indianapolis announcing the capture of ' 


John J. McNamara. 

They were caught in Detroit on April 12 by 
Detectives Biddinger and Reed, of Chicago 
detective headquarters, on information fur- 
nished by the Burns National Detective 
agency of Chicago. 

In their room were found a dogen small 
alarm clocks, batteries’, dynamite, and the 
necessary apparatus for the construction of 
bombs. 

Both men were possessors of automatic re- 
volvers and repnering rifles, equipped with 
silencers, 

$30,000 FOR RELEASE? 

It was said last night by 6ne of the officers 
in the party that brought the two men from 
Detroit to Chicago that on the way Mc- 
Namara offered them $80,000 if they would 
let them drop off the train and disappear. 
When asked where they could get that sum 
McNamara replied: “We can get it from 
the men higher up.” 

McManigal is said to have made a confes- 
sion that filled ninety typewritten pages, 
covering all the dynamiting attacke in which 
he was involved and others of which he knew. 
He made this, it is said, om the promise of 
immunity. 

MEN GUARDED IN SECRET. 

After being brought to Chicago the two 
men were taken to a residence on thé South 
side, where they were double guarded until 
shortly after 6 o'clock last night. 

At that hour word came that John J. Mc- 
Namara had been arrested by Detective 
William J. Burns in person. Simultaneously 
all three prisoners were started on the jour- 
ney to Los Angeles. 

The Indianapolis prisoner was literally kid- 
naped in an automobile and rushed away 
from the city to a waiting train before 
members of his union could obtain a lawyer 
to fight his requisition. 

Within an hour after the raid Detective 
Burns swooped down upon @ barn, a mile 
west of Indianapolis and found seventeen 
sticks of dynamite and two quart cans of 
nitroglycerin, which McNamara is alleged 
to have stored there.

CHARGES OTHER OUTRAGES. 

Detective Burns, in a statement after thd 
arrest of McNamara, said further develop- 
ments were expected to disclose the perpe- 
trators of explosions directed against em- 
ployés in Indianapolis, Omaha, Neb.; Colum 
bus, Ind., and other places. 

At midnight on March 23 last ommtesietin 
occurred in the courthouse at Omahe, unden 
process of construction, and at the plant of 
Caldwell & Drake at Columbus, Ind.

Those two men spent considerable time in 
Chicago during the last few months. staying 
mostly at the residence of McManigal. Dur- 
ing this time they were shadowed constantly 
by detectives, who only waited to “ get the 
goods ’’ on them before making an arrest. 
Two weeks ago bothiof them left Chicago 
and later met in Toledo, O. At this time, Mr. 
Burns consulted with Capt. Wood of Chi- 
cago, who immediately detailed Detectives 
Biddinger and Reed to aid the Burns oper-

SEEK TO BAFFLE PURSUIT. | 
The suspecta, in the meantime, constantly 
were testing themselves for the purpose of 
@ecertaining whether they were being shad- 
gewed. They carried a large, heavy suitcase 
end @ small valise. On reaching Detroit the 
fen registered and checked their valise and 
suitcase. 

They were arrested just asthey were about 
to start for a stroll. The detectives seized 
them, charging them with being “ yeggmen,” 
and conducted them to a police station, where 
they were locked up temporarily. 

Mr. Burns and the Chicago detectives pur- 
posely gave out the idea that the prisoners 
were “ yeggmen™ wanted at Tokd. This 
wes done to throw the men off their guard 
with reference to the Times explosion and 
ether dynamite outrages. 

In addition to the twelve inferna] machines 
found in the baggage, there were found two 
automatic revolvers and one rifle, with an 
automatic silencer, intended to deaden the 
report of shots. 

These weapons, the police believe, were in- 
tended for use in “ picking off” watchmen 
when it was found necessary to get them out 
of the way. 

From the investigation made tn Detroit the 
police believe the infernal machines found 
were intended to be used in blowing up 
dridges and other stee!] structures in Detroit 
and ‘vicinity. A number of structures are 
being built under “ open shop ’’ conditions in 
that part of the country. 

ONE MAN WEAKENS. 

McManigal is said to have weakened under

They also are similar to infernal machines 
found near the scenes of explosions in Peoria 
and Kansas City within the last few months. 


WooD TELLS OF MOVEMENTS. 

“Detectives Guy Biddinger and William 
Reed of my office and Raymond Burns, son 
of Detective William J. Burns, brought Mc- 
Namara and McManigal to Chicago from 
Detroit a week ago Thursday,” said Capt. 
Wood last night. “I did not take the men to 
a police station, but planted them quietly in a 
private house in the south side. I kept them 
there under a heavy guard till tonight, when 
they were taken to Los Angeles. 

“* Gov. Deneen signed the extradition papers 
for the two men today, and just as soon as 
we received. the papers the prisoners were 
taken out of our hands by Chief of Police P. 
EB. Slammer of Los Angeles, Detective Robert 
T. Brien, and District Attorney Ford of that 
city. 

MEN ATTEMPTED NO FIGHT, 
“ ‘The men never made any fight wuue they 


were in Chicago. They seemed to be fully 
aware that they were up against it. They 
semed to hav realized a long time ago 
that they would be caught. . 

“ Burns, who.has had a line on both Mc- 
Namara and McManigal for a month or two 
has furnished clews as to the whereabou 
of the two other men who are wanted in 
connection with the blowing up of the Times 
building. One of these men is out west, 
where we can get him any time, and the 
other is in this part of the country. I don’t 
know exactly how soon we'll be able to land 
him. But if we have good luck it will not 
be long before. we nave the whole gang 
rounded up. ~*~ 

“It is a little surprising that they did not 
make a stronger protest or put up a stiffer 
fight in Michigan. They signed waivers there 
right vil, and expressed peas to be 
taken to Chicago.” 

Mrs. McManigal was found at the residence 
of Thomas McQuire, Morgan and Harfison 
‘and Waiter, aged 5. She has been at the Mc- 
Guire place, instead of at her own house in 
the rear of 414 South Sangamon street, much 
of the time since her husband’s arrest in 
Detroit. 

She refused to discuss her mnahent's pre- 
dicament except to say:

The alarm clock bomb is made to fit in a suit case. The machine includes a 
large charge of dynamite connected with an ordinary alarm clock and a storage bat- 
tery. The clock’s alarm attachment is set for the hour when the explosion is wanted, 
and at the second the alarm Key, A, spivs around and touches the rod, B, which is 
connected with the battery. The spark at once is communicated to the dynamite 
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at home. McManigal is said to have two 


brothers employed in the northern woods. 
Reports in three cities—Chicago, Los An- 


$100,000, was to be raised by the union for 
the defense of the men under arrest, and that 
Attorney Clarence Darrow, who was the 
bulwark of the Heywood-Moyer-Pettibone 
defense. would be retained as chief counsel 
for the defense. Dispatches from Los An- 
geles and Indianapolis came to the effect 
that Darrow already had been retained by 
the union officials who are alleged to have 
feared arrest. 

“The report that I have been retained to 
defend these men is untrue,’’ Mr. Darrow 
said. “ The story of their arrest comes to 
me first from THe TRIBUNE, and I know 
none of the men named in the charges. I 
have been in California recently, but not to 
Los Angeles for the purpose of “ sizing up 
the situation,’’ as intimated in the dispatches 
from that city.

FEARS A LONG FIGHT.

LABOR LEADERS SURPRISED. 

John Fitapatrick, president of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, in discussing the ar- 
rest of the three men, said, “I have never 
heard of the iron workers being in any kind 
of a controversy with the Los Angeles Times. 

“The Times, of course, fought ell of the 
unions, but there.was no particular cause for 
the fight extending to the iron workers more 
than to any other unions. The arrests are 
& surprise to me and I have no doubt but thet 
the men will be able to prove. their inno-

“ AB a matter of fact, it has never been 
shown conclusively that dynamite caused 
the explosion. Witnesses at the coroner's 
hearing of the case testified that some twenty 
or twenty-five men had quit the Times be- 
cause of the presence of gas fumes im the 
building, dnd that on the night the explosion 
occurred one man had to have his work for 
the same cause. 


SEE GAS AS CAUSE. 

“ Coupled to this, experts on explosives 
gave as their opinion that. the force of a 
gas explosion would be upwani and would 
cause a fire, while fire wduhi be less likely 
to follow an explosion of dynamite and the 
force of such an explosion would be down- 
ward. I think there is as much evidence to 
point that gas caused the explosion as there 
is that dynemite: caused it.

A later investigation of the internationas 
offices of the union disclosed, in a store room 
in the basement of the building, sixty-four 


feet of fuse, 500 dynamite caps, one dozes 
small alarm clocks and a leather case made 
to carry a ten pound can of nitroglycerin. 
Detective Burns took possession of all the 
explosives. 

McNemara’s arrest followed an investi- 
gation lasting several months, during which 
a force of detectives has been in Indianapo- 
lis. Burns himself made frequent trips to 
Indianapolis and was at all times in touch 
with the force of detectives here. 


REQUISITION PAPERS READY. 

Requisition papers from 'the “governor of 
California having been signed by Gov. Mar- 
shal? before the arrest, McNamara was taken 
to police headquarters by Detectives Gerber, 
Dugan, and Simon, where he was arraigned 
.fmmediately before Judge Collins in police 
court. : 

The requisition was granted and twenty 
minutes after MaNamara had been seized in 
the association headquarters in the Ameri- 
can Central Life building, where a meeting 
of the executive board of the organization 
was juet adjourning, he was taken from the 
city by four detectives in an automobile. 

The destination of the machine was not 
known, but it was supposed it was the object 
of the officers to get MoNamera out of the 
state before his friends had a chance to fight 
the requisition. | 

FAILS TO GET LAWYER. 

Although pleading in police court to be 
given time to procure an attorney, McNa- 
mara’s request was refused by Judge Collina, 

who maintained after the requisition papers 
had been signed, he could do nothing but 
permit James Housie, an officer representing 
the state of California, who was present at 
the hearing, to take the prisoner from the.

Soon after the prisoner had been hurried 
into the waiting automobile.

Burns ran for andther automobile and rode

SEARCH UNION OFFICES. 

Detective Burns, assisted by fifteen of his 
operatives, and severa) detectives from the 
Indianapolis department, entered the rooms 
of the association in search.of correspond- 
ence that might implicate McNamara more 
deeply in the charges which had been filed 
against him. 

Ryan, president of the organization, pro- 
tested against the presence of the officers in 
the room. Supt. -of Police Hyland read a 
gearch warrant, but this document of the 
court did not satisfy the iron workerw prest- 
dent. Burne then lifted the top of Mc- 
Namara‘'s desk and began searching large 
piles of correspondence. While the search 
of the rooms was being conducted, the mem- 
pers of the executive board who were wait- 
ing in another room. showed hervousness 
and frequently questioned the police concern- 
ing the cause of their detention. 


ARREST ‘BRINGS SURPRISE. 
More than an hour elapsed after McNa- 


. mara had been taken from the city before his 


companions in the meeting were aware that 
he had been taken from Indianapolis. When 
told he had been arrested as being respon- 
sible for the dynamiting of the Times build- 
ing and Llewellyn foundry in Les Angeles 
they gasped with astonishment, declaring 
they could not believe the report to be true. 
Thetr surprise gvas increased when they be- 
gam to plan to procure his release and were 
told he had been taken from the city. 
Immediately after the offices of the union 
were searched Detective Burne and a squad’ 
of his men werit to the barn weet of Indian- 
apolis, where the explosives were unearthed.

They searched his 
trunks and wardrobe and confiscated every 
letter, picture, postcard, memorandum book, 
etc., that they found. 

Leo M. Rappaport, local attorney for the 
structural iron workers,’ indignently pro- 
tested against the action of the police in 
rushing McNamara out of the state without 
giving him time to confer with counsel. hap- 
paport stated that such procedure waa a 
“ frameup,” engineered by enemfles of or- 
ganized labor. The attorney protested 
against every move made by the officers and 
almost came to blows with Superintendent of 
Police Hyland. : 


M’NAMARA ENOWNIN CLEVELAND 
Cleveland, O., April 22.—{Special.]}—Cleve- 
land union men, particularly members of the 
local structura}) iron workers’ organization, 
are well acquainted with J. J. McNemara, 
their internatiofal secretary, who wes ar- 
rested. today in connection with the dyna- 
miting of the Los Angeles Times building.

“ But that song cannot be adopted today or 
tomorrow, and until it does come J maintain 
we should revere one that we have, I don’t 
care whether it be ‘America’ or ‘ The Star 
Spangled Banner.’ It should be something. 
‘We must not let it be said longer that we are 
a nation with no reverence for the flag or the 
anthem which the army at leaet considers na- 
tional.

MORGAN PARK ANTIS FIGHT ON; 
PIN FAITH TO SUPREME COURT. 


Believe Ruling Made in 1909 by the 
State’s Highest Tribunal May Save 
Them from Annexation to Chicago. 


Morgan Park may be a village once more, 
if a decision of the Illinoie Supreme court 
made in 1909 holds good in 1911. 

This is the contention of the anti-annexa- 
tionists and their hopes are centered on the 
filing of a bill in chancery tomorrow by At- 
torney Isalah T. Greenacre, as well as an 
election contest. No matter which way the 
lower court decides it is expected the case 
will be considered by the Supreme court dur- 


ing the June term. 

Briefly, the point made by the “antis” is 
that the ballot to be used in votes on munic~- 
ipal annexations must be of the “ scratch 
variety, which preceded the introduction of 
the Australian “cross”’ syetem. This form 
of ballot was not used at the Morgan Park 
poll on April 4 by either the suburban or city 
voters. 

In the old style ballot such propositions 
read in this fashion: ‘‘ Shall the village of 
Morgan Park be annexed to the city of Chi- 
cago,” and “shall the village of Morgan 
Park be not annexed,” etc., and the voter 
signified his choice by scratching the proposi- 
tion he did not Ike. Likewise in voting for 
candidates he scratched those he did not like 
and wrote the names of others instead. The 
present law compels the voter to mark a 
cross opposite the names of the candidates 
be voted for. 

The Supreme court’s ruling on a similar 
case kept Springfield from annexing Hast 
Springfield. 

Judge Gibbons yesterday paved the way for 
the removal of the anti-annexationists’ fight 
by modifying his injunction directed against 
the recently chosen president, trustees, and 
other village officials. The previous order 
that the election results should not be certi- 
fied was stricken out, but the officials were 
enjoined against expending any village funds. 

This is satisfactory to the “‘antis,’’ as it 
permits the presence of a full corps of offi- 
clals in case the Supreme court decides in 
their favor.

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POLICE “JACKPOT” 
IN PENSION FIGHT 


Call for Expense Money to Op- 
pose Bill at Springfield Is 
Made at All Stations. 
GOAL SAID TO BE $5,000, 
Six Commanders Lobby Against 
Measure; Support of Mayor 
Is Claimed. 


Collection of a fund with which to fight 
pending legislation at Springfield was started 
last night in the Chicago police department. 
In practically every station of the city ap- 
peals for contributions were made at roil 
call. It was explained that the money was 
“needed for expenses,”’ and that the col- 
lection was authorized by Mayor Harrison 
and Acting Chief Schuettler. 

The request was modest in some of the 
police stations, being usually for “ fifty cents 
or a dollar,”’ although occasionally, H was 
said, 25 cents satisfied. In other stations, 
however, it was asserted $5 to $10 was the 
assessment. Under the smaller levy, about 
$2,000 could be collected, but $5,000 was fixed 
as a goal by the statement quoted as having 
been made by one of six commanding offi- 
cers who spent three days lobbying among 
the state lawmakers last week.

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FIREMEN FIGHT 
2 PLATOON BILL 


Tell Senate Committee They 
Prefer Raise in Pay to 
Shorter Hours. | ; 


MAYOR BACKS THE PLEA, 


Declares He Opposes Measure 
Also Because of Blow to the 
Home Rule Principle. 


, 


Officials and members of the Chicago fire 
Gepartment came out squarely against the 
introduction of the “double platoon” sys- 
tem in arguments made yesterday before the 
sénate subcommittee, hoiding hearings on 
house bill No. 248. An all day hearing was 
held in the city council chamber. 

The provisions of the pending measure 


@pply only to Chicago. In substance it pro- | 
vides for two twelve hour shifta, instead of | 


the present system of continuous service 
with stated hours and days “ off.” 
The firemen declared emphatically that the 


question has simmered down to whether the 


fire fighters wanted the double platoon in 
preference to a raise in pay. They insisted 
that a raise in pay is preferred by most of 
the men. 


Fight for Home Rule. 

It was deciared also that the bill was an 
attempt to curtail Chicago's right of home 
rule, which was one of the biggest objections 
@> the measure now pending in the senate at 
Springfield. 

Mayor Harrison in a statement took Chi- 
cago's side of the question and declared that 
the question of home rule invglved in the 
proposed legislation was vital and that the 
matter of a double platoon system should 
be settied, not by state legislation but by the 
firemen themselves. 

“The firemen are divided on the proposi- 
tion,” said Mayer Harrison. ‘“ Let the men 
say whether they prefer the double plato 
te an increase in pay. They know, ioe es 
know, that if the double platoon is put into 
effect, it will be impossible to raise salaries 
for a long time. 

‘Iam against this move in the legislature. 
It is a question as to whether the city govern- 
ment is to run the affaires of Chicago or 
whether i is to be delegated to fhe legisia- 
ture The issue is one for the mayor and 
the city council to handle. When it is found 
that the city is able financially to make a 
change, then I say submit the question to 
. the firemen for a decision.”’ 


Would Keep Out Politics, 

One of the strongest arguments against 
the double platoon was made by Third As- 
sistant Fire Marshal John C. MeDonald. He 
took issue with statements made by Judge 
Dever, who spoke at the morning session of 
the committee. 

“ Judge Dever declared he couldn’t under- 
stand why there should be objection to the 
double platoon,” he said. 

“There is objection because the double 
piatoon movement provides a dumping 
ground for every sorehead and every dis- 
charged man in the service. ’ 

“ There is objection becauge the agitation 
is providing a living for agitators who in- 
ject politice into the department. We ob- 
ject when we see the walking delegate of 
the firemen’s union come in here and 
argue for the scheme. He says the union is 
affiliated with the Chicago Federation of 
Labor.” 

Prefer Pay Raise to Shorter Hours. 

* It is argued that under the present system 
firemen don’t get time to go to church,” 
said Engineer Ryan ,president of the Helmet 
club, a firemen’s organization. 

*\I have been in the department over twen- 
ty-one years and in all that time I never have 
missed mass on a day of obligatior except 
when at a fire.” 

“It is a question of whether the firemen 
want a raise in pay or shorter hours,” said 
Engineer Hausman. “ We have a chance of 
getting more money, but we don’t know what 
we will be up against with the double platoon. 

“Under the present system, we have privi- 
leges that I, for one, don’t wish to lose, and 
it is a question whether we would get such 
privileges if this bill were adopted.” 

Chief Seyferlich refused to commit him- 
eelf. In response to questions by members 
of the committee, he said: 

“ The council is on record and I am not in 
&@ position to criticise its action. The ques- 
tion simmers down to one of finance. One 
thing is certain. The city needs more en- 
gines and more men.” 

Ald. B. W. Snow contended that the city 
lacked the money necessary to put the sys- 
tem into operation. 

“What will be the result?” he asked 
“The finance committee will be compelled 
to cut off $500,000 from other imperative ex- 
penditures. 

“Judge Dever undoubtedly made a slip of 
the tongue when he said the firemen get it- 
tle time to see their families. The fact ig 
that the men are off twenty-four hours every 
third day. They are off twenty-eight hours 
out of every seventy-two hours. 


Says It Would Hurt Efficiency. 


“What would be the objection to the men | 


sleeping at home instead of in the firehouses?” 
Senator Waage asked. 

“The double platoon would work against 
efficiency because the men now get their 
sieep in the firehouses,"’ said Ald. Snow. 

“The question is, is it expedient for the 
legislature to pass rules and regulations ap- 
plying only to Chicago?” said Assistant Cor- 
gs ae Counsel Howard Hayes.

Col. P. T. Turnley Expires in 
Highland Park, Aged 65. 


STONEWALL JACKSON’S CHUM 


Roommate of General While at West 
Point Academy. 


Col. Parmenas Taylor Turnley, a veteran 
of both the Mexican and civil wars, died 
yesterday at his residence tn Highland Park 
at the age of 6. He was one of the oldest 
graduates of West Point. 

Burnside, 
Maxey, Pickett, ‘‘ Stonewall” Jackson, and 
Whistler, the artist-soldier. Jackson was his 
roommate. Turnley was born in Dandridge, 
Tenn., Sept. 6, 1821.

While stationed in Chicago in 1853 he mar- 
ried Miss Mary Rutter, a daughter of Dr. 
David Rutter. She died two years ago. For 
thirty years Col. Turnley resided at Highland 
Park.

JOHN PASSMORE EDWARDS, 
PEACE ADVOCATE, IS DEAD. 


Famous British Publicist and Philan- 
thropist Succumbs—Was Born in 
Cornwall in 1823. 


LONDON, April 22.—John Passmore Ed- 
wards, the famous publicist, philanthropist, 
and ad'vocate of international peace, died to- 
day. He was born in Cornwall on March 24, 
1823. 

Mr. Edwards began life as a temperance 
lecturer and then went into trede. He came 
to London when 18 years of age and entereda 
publishing house. He became a newspaper 
and magazine publisher on a large scale.

Conservation Association Formed 
with R. R. McCormick at Head. 


TO WATCH LEGISLATURE. 


Harbor and Other Possessions to Be 
Guarded. 


To guard the natura! resources of the state 
from grasping corporation hands, the. Illi- 
nois Conservation association was organized 
yesterday by public spirited men, who met 
in the offices of R. R. McCormick in the 
Tribune building. This organization plans 
to preserve public interest in the streams, the 
submerged lands, and all places of scenic 
beauty in the state. It is the further policy 
to see that public interest is voiced in the 
general assembly upon all matters that 
come into conflict with the seekers of spe- 
cial privilege.

Text of the Revised Rule. 

Rule 12 as amended by the band of hope 
forces when the session opened, reads as fol- 
lows: 

‘It shall be in order, after the reports of 
standing committees, for a member who has 
introduced a bill which @as been referred 
to a committee other than the appropriation 
committee and which remains there undis- 
posed of, to move that the committee be 
discharged from further consideration of the 
said bill and that the bill be placed on ie 
house calendar. 

“Such motion shall require 77 affirmative 
yotes in order to prevail and may not be 
renewed more than once as to the same bill. 
The same rule shall apply to a senate bill 
before a house committee except tHat the 
motion may be made by any member.”’

The whole effect of the two statements, it 
was said tonight, was to prevent the charge 
that constitutional government in Mexico had 
yielded to the force of arms, a contingency 
which it is believed revolutionists as well 
as federals were anxious to avoid so far as 
establishing a precedent in the eyes of world 
powers by which to judge thé strength and 
patriotism of the Mexican people. 

The statement issued at the Mexican em- 
bassy follows: 

The Mexican ambaseador said with ref- 
erence to the reports of an armistice with 
the insurrectos that the government had 
made no propositions, but, on the ather 
hand, had openly and repeatedly made 
known their good disposition to consider 
any proposition made to them which 
should be reasonable and inspired by sen- 
timents of true patriotism.

As to the relations of Mexico and the 
United States, the ambassador said the 
good will and conciliatory spirit of

State's Attorney Wayman last night at- 
tacked Illinois corruption and declared that 
the jury choosing system is a part of the 
general disintegration which is threatening 
the stability of the state government.

Mr. Wayman opened his address 
seven hundred banquet guests with this quo- 
tation from Lincolm: “ If we could first know 
where we are and whither we are tending, we 


could better judge what to do and how to} 


do it.” 
Attacks Present Jury System. 

Then the county prosecutor plunged into 
exposure of legislative corruption in Illinois, 
shouting that back of the exposures was 
shown treason, and that no state where pub- 
lic authority is exploited for private gain 
can Hve. He said a fundamental necessity 
for honesty in government and law inforce- 
ment is legally drawn juries and that every 
citizen must be made to do his duty in jury 
service.

Ridicules Harriman’s Lieutenant 
for Retiring at Age of 65. 


TIME IS DEFIED BY WIZARD. 


Says Hard Work, Right Eating, and 
Little Sleep Prolong Life. 


New York, April 22—[Spectal.J—J. ©. 
Stubbs of Chicago, bosom friend and first 
lieutenant of the late E. H. Harriman, hav- 
ing grown plethoric in riches and sparse in 
digestive apparatus, announces the marts of 
men wilh know him no more after May 31 
next, the same being the sixty-fifth anni- 
versary of his birth. 

Thomas Alva Edison—also plethoric in 
riches and 65 years old—announces he is just 
beginning-to buckle down to real work. 

Says Stubbs: “ I am going to retire because 
I want to Hive. Thinking tn bed killed Har- 
riman. He worked ali day and thought out 
his problems at night. Men should retire 
from active business life at 65, not only for 
their own sake, but for the sake of any 
institution they aim to help.” 


Edison’s View Is Different. 

Says Edison: ‘A man is just beginning 
to.live at 65. I think twice as much and work 
twice as long as either Harriman did or 
Stubbs does.

Landis Breaks Italian’s Nerve. 
(Calling Mazzone before the bar, Judge Lan- 
ais gazed at him sternly for some time, the 
Italian’s bravado forsaking him suddenly and 
leaving him trembling, with his head lowered 
and hands locked nervously.behind him.

Controller Ryan Holds Up $5,450 
Fund for “County Trip.”

BARTZEN AS STAR ‘SPENDER.’ 


Head of the County Board Said to Have 
Used $200 a Day. 


Peter Bartzen and his fellow junketers on 
the recent eastern trip of the county “ hos- 
pital committee” were balked yesterday 
when they tried to coHect their joint and un- 
itemized “expense account” of $5,450. 

ControMer Frank S. Ryan said “no,” he 
having been informed that, owing to the 
circumstances attending the matter Com- 
missioners Carolan, Busse, and Van Steen- 
berg would attempt to have the claim recon- 
sidered and referred back to the finance com- 
mittee, 

One reason for the suspicions excited is 
that the $5,450 was slipped through in dis- 
guise. When a chance to inspect the report 
of the finance committee was asked in ad- 
vance of the county board’s meeting, what 
purported to be such a document was dis- 
played and contained no appropriation for 
the eastern junket. 


“From the Building Fund.” 

When it was read, however, there was in- 
cluded the $5,450 “‘ from the hospital building 
fund.” The attempt to collect was under a 
form of decount made out to Superintendent 
of Public Service Slattery, acting as agent 
for the junketers, and specified that the 
money was to defray expenses of the trip to 
inspect hospitals. 

On the assumption that ten are “‘ in,” with 
an average expense of $545, each member of 
the party cost the taxpayers of Cook county 
each day about $32. However, several were 
not absent all the fourteen days. 

Dr. Thomas B. Crowe, Bartzen’s family 
doctor, appointed county physician, said: 

“I drew money in advance, like the 
others. It was about $500. I turned in 
@n expense account to some one. Commis- 
sioner L. J. Coffey, I think. The amount I 
do not recall, but {t was more than I drew 
in advance, and I am intending to collect the 
balance,”’ 

Dr. Crowe first answered “ yes”’ when 
asked if he accompanied the party on their 
entire trip of fourteen days However, when 
reminded that he had met Commissioner 
Busse in the corridor of the county building 
after the committee had been gone for some 
time and informed Mr. Busse that he could 
not go for lack of time, being ‘‘ too busy,’’ 
Dr. Crowe stated that he joined the commit- 
tee in New York “ five or six days’”’ after 
they had started. 

Regarding his own expenses, he said he 
had put in his claim without keeping a list 
of the items, wherefore he could not tell how 
he had spent the money. 


Can’t Figure Out Itemser 


“Can you tell within $200 of your total ex- 
penses,’’ Dr. Crowe was asked. 

“No,” he answered. 

For his eight or nine days of travel, if his 
bill is $600, Dr. Crowe spent at the rate of 
between $65 and $75 a day. Even this gen- 
erosity with the taxpayers’ cash, however, 
was exceeded by President Bartzen, who was 
a member of the party for the briefest period 
of any of the ten. 

His own statement that he was gone “ sey- 
eral days’’ is iMtuminated by information that 
has reached the Republican commissioners to 


} the effect that he left Chicago on Wednesday 


met the junketers in New York, and returned 
on Saturday, making four days in which, ac- 
cording to Mr. Slattery, he spent $490. 
During the two days he was “ off the cars,’’ 
therefore, Bartzen must have spent $200 a 
day, with the possibility of a further claim.

“The fect that large n@mberg of mouth 
organizations and portions of mucous mem- 
brane from the lips and mouth were pres- 
ent in numerous instances leads us to the con- 
clusion that any of the diseases in which the 
mouth secretions are infectious may be trans- 
mitted through the medium of the drinking 
cup,” says the bulletin. “‘ These would in- 
clude-diphtheria, tuberculosis, scarlet fever, 
measies, la grippe, and ordinary colds.’’ 


Sure to Spread Disease. 


“Even in less pubiic piaces than railroad, 


stations, hotejs, schools, etc., the use of the 
drinking cup is not without its dangers, but 


under circumstances such as obtain in schools 


and in the loop district, where thousands of 
persons may use a single cup during the 
period of a few hours, the chance that it 
will be used by an infected individual or a 
“bacillus carrier’ is multiplied to such an 
extent as to be no longer a@ chance but a 
certainty. As-such it must be reckoned with 
as a definite channel for the spread of infec- 
tious diseases. 

“The proposed legislation now pending 
both before the city council and the legisla- 
ture at Springfield represents a step mn the 
right direction, which has already been taken 
by a number of other communities, and 
which should receive all poseible encour- 
agement and support.”’ 

The bulletin has a good word to say for the 
child welfare exhibit to be held at the Colise- 
um during the two weeks beginning May 11.

Wednesday 
morning Burns was sent to Judge Maxwell's 
Municipal court, fined $25, and transferred 
to the bridewell. All this time he had been 
without medical aid. 

At the bridewell the danger of his condi- 
tion immediately was perceived, and he was 
placed in the hospital ward. His condition 
on Thursday and Friday was reported dan- 
gerous, but yesterday he began rallying from 
the shock if imprisonment and lack of care, 
and was sald to be recovering. — 

The police at Harrison street station say 
they knew he was in a serious condition, but 
assert they had no other place to put him 
than in jail to await the police court, and, 
through that, the bridewell. The county hos- 
pital, they said, will not accept delirium tre- 
mens cases. 


Says Delirium Usually Not Serious. 
At the hospital this was admitted. 
‘Unless complications are present,’’ said 
a surgeon in the receiving ward, “ we do not 
accept cases of delirium tremens. Why? 
Well, just because usually they’re not suf- 
ficiently serious. Sometimes, of course, de- 
lirlum tremens proves fatal, but not often. © 

That a few more hours of inattention would 
have, meant the death of Burns is maintained 
by physicians at the pridewell hospital.

WOMAN’S BODY FOUND IN LAKE:

FEZ SITUATION STIRS FRANCE 


Demand Is Made for Forcible 
Occupation of Morocco. 
PARIS PRESS IS INSISTENT. 


Alarm Felt Over Column Sent to Re- 
lieve Beleaguered City. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

PARIS, April 22.—Events are working for 
that powerful if silent party which hopes 
for a military expedition to Morocco, with 
ensuing occupation, on the lines of England's 
occupation of Egypt. 

Teo the French people generally any exten- 
sion ot French action in Morocco or any im- 
perialistic policy anywhere is repugnant, 
but tne opposition ts silenced when responsi. 
ble papers declare the lives of French men 
and women are imperiled in Fes, with head 
lines Wo.dering if rélief can reach them in 
time. , 

Gen. Moinier, commanding the French 
forces at Casablanca, reports that a column 
from his district is ready t6 start within six 
days and may be expected te reach Fez 8,500 
or 4000 strong, well commanded by French 
officers, with framework of French soldiers. 

Minister Insists Fez Is Safe. 

The sultan’s foreign minister, who is in 
Paris, is convinced Fez has not been taken. 

Never in Morocco’s history, he says, has 
Fez been captured by a siege. Although 
often invested by rebeis, it ig too strongly 
fortified for the rebel tribes with the means 
at their dispcea! to carry. 

El Mokri estimates the number of Euro- 
peans in Fez at about forty, including ¢igh- 
teen French army instructors, seven Italians, 
four or five English, three Germans, and 
three Austrians. 

He also is free from anxiety regarding the 
supply of provisions and ammunition. feel- 
ing sute both are abundant. 

It is known Engineer Bringuan’s wife is in 
Fez, and poesibly Dr.‘Murat’s wife. 
Anxiety Felt Over Bremond’s Force. 

Special anxiety attaches’ to the position of 
Maj. Bremond and Capt. Tegley, with a 
column of 2.500 of the sultan’s forces who 
are trying to clear Feztothe northeast. The 
major’s message was a request for money 
and ammunition. He seems unable to return 
to Fez from twenty-two miles away. as the 
rains are making the way impassable. Al- 
though he has won several engagements, they 
seem to have been only successful efforts to 
beat off attacks. 

Reinforcements which left Marseilles on 
Friday and today, numbering more than 
2.0001 will reach Casablanca in ten days. 

A simultaneous effort to relieve the pregs- 
ire on Fez is making by the sending of 
8.000-¢rom Oran to a point 120 miles east of 
Fez, But if this column is sent to Fez later 
it will have to traverse a difficult country 
inhabited by hostile warrior tribes. 


ITALY PLANNING TO GREET 
AMERICAN BATTLE FLEET. 


Country Seeks to Provide Good Time to 
Bluejackets During Their Visits to 
Rome and Turin.

ROME, Apri! 22.—It ts hoped the visit of an 
American squadron to Italian ports, which 
should have taken place last year, when the 
ordere were countermanded, and which is 
now announced for autumn, will mark one 
of the greatest events in the festivities of 
the Italian jubilee. The Coupt di Sanmar- 
tine, the president of the executive commit- 
tee of the international exhibition, has writ- 
ten Ambassador Leishman begging him to 
convey to Washington the desire of the au- 
thorities of the exposition to have Amer- 
ican officers and sailors guests in the Eternal 
ctty. 

Meanwhile arrangements are being planned 
to make their sojourn pleasant. In the 
United States section of fine arts Prof. Ro- 
doifo Lancian!, the well known archeologist, 
whose wife is an American, and Prof. Car- 
ter, director of the American School of Clas- 
sical Studies, will address them on the treas- 
ures gathered at the baths of Diocletian, 
while at the castle of St. Angelo, where is 
a magtificent collection of medieval objects 
of interest, and in the ethnogrephic section 
scholars will exjeund the wonders. | 

Prof. Boni, director of excavations of the 
forum and Palatine hill, will lead them 
through that classical stretch of land extend- 
ing from the capitol to the beths of Cara- 
calla. 

There will be a special train to take officers 
and sailors from Naples to Rome, where they 
will be admitted free to al) sectiong of the 
exposition and to all museums and galleries 
belonging to the state. 

From Genoa a special train will be put at 
their disposal to take them to Turin to visit 
the international exhibition of industries and 
labor, where the United States occupies a 
prominent place. 

The international exhibition has had many 
rewults, including the gathering from ai] 
quarters of a swarm of undesirable visitors, 
among them pickpockets of international 
fame.

NEAR VICTORY ON 
VETO BILL FIGHT 
O'Connor Says Liberals Soom 


Will Crush Last Opposi- 
tion by Tories. 


HOME RULE REAL ISSUE. 
Asquith Tells Commons That He 
Will Support Movement to 
the Full Extent.

LONDON, April 22.—The fight over the 
lords veto bill in the commons will continue 
some ten or twelve deys more, but the back 
of the Tory resistance is broken ana we are 

near the end. 

A. J. Balfour, leader of the opposition, has 
become moderate and his restrained com- 
pletely the hotheads of his own party who 
wanted to carry the filibustering to the ex- 
treme limits. Their attitude suggested the 
rumor that Balfour had recognized that the 
game was up and had yielced to the pres 
sure from the king to accept the inevitable 
and allow the new reign to start with some 
suspension of the bitter internal conflict. 

This approach of the beginning of the 
end comes to light at the moment the dreary 
repetition of daily filibustering speeches 
had begun to tell on the spirits of the liberal 
members. 

Lax Attendance in House. 

The attendance had become so slack that 
the normal government majority sank from 
120 to 8) and complaints became frequent 
that Premier Asquith might proceed with @ 
more drastic and steam roller closure. In 
the midst of the pause of the transient de 
moralization the conflict burst this week 
alfuptly into full blaze. 

The relentiess fighting spirit of this trans- 
formation brought about magnificent im- 
promptu speeches by Premier Asquith. On 
Thursday night, answering several attempts 
of the Tories to exclude all kinds of measures 
from the operation of the veto bill, and espe- 
cially home rule, Asquith boléy described the 
veto bil} simply as a means to an end. 

One of the ends contemplated, he said, 
was the passage of a héme rule bill over the 
opposition of the. house of lords. 


Applaud Home Rule Decision. 

This outspoken declaration in favor of home 
tule and a final and jrrevocable pledge to 
introduce it next year, produced an immenge 
sensation in the house of commons, 

When Asquith hed finished the Liberels 
cheered themselves hoarse. The Irish joined 
in and Asquith was deciared universally to 
having made the greatest speech of his entire 
career. 

Such a speech, after the weary resistance 
of the Tories and their filibustering gave the 
necessary fillip to the fighting spirit of the 
Libera! and Irish ranks. 

Balfour only added fuel to the fire by his 
shrill and ineffective attack and by his labori- 
ous and futile attempts to prove that home 
rule was not an issue at the last election. 

Monday to Bring Crisis.

All of these reiterated cebates on home rule 
are regarded by the Irishmen as an immense 
assistance.to the Irish cause.

Indeed, the opinion is steadily gaining 
ground that the fight against home rule will 
be like the fight against the veto bill—that 
is to say, fierce on the surface, but at the 
bottom a mere sham ‘to save the face of the 
Pory leaders. ; 


People Stand By Ministry. 

We are passing through a miniature gen- 
era! election owing to deaths and the yarioug 
promotions in the ranks of the ministry. Up 
to the present the election has shown no fall- 
ing off in the strength of the government. 

Indeed, though we are passing through @ 
revolutionary crisis, the country maintains 
steady in its attitude of complete apathy. No 
appeals, however passionate, in the all night 
sittings seem to have the least power of make 
ing anybody's pulse beat faster, There are 
some slight personal collisions, but the hon- 
est chroniclers must confess that never did 
a revolution go to its predestined end amid 
such popular tranquility. 

Many Peerages Ancient, 

’ A visit to the house of lords during the last 
few weeks was extremely interesting to all, 
but especially to politiciang of 
radical opinions. For there wasa sight there 
which might well have made them all rub 
their eyes and wonder whether they were 
awake or dreaming. 

There were the peers assembled, with 
three-fourths of them on the Tory side of the 
house, and three-fourths, if not more, of 
them representing the broad acres and the 
feudal prejudices of the Engligh aristocracy.

Lord 
Morley is the son of a hard worked doctor of 
Blacburn, one of the great cotton centers of 
Lancashire, the town which sends the 5So- 
clalist Snowden to the house of commons, 
and is an avowéd agnostic. 

_As he himself has often said, he owes his 
education and his start in life to a scholar- 
ship bequeathed to an Oxford college by a 
good old Catholic and orthodox — of 
tmnedieval times. 

_ Ths scholarship and his brilliant tntellec- 
tual gifts won all his possessions when he 
came to London and resolved to embark his 
fortunes on the stormy and uncertain seas of 
the metropolis, which, like most other great 
gities, canbe at once the best friend when 
success comes and the-hardest stepmother to 
the provincial during his years of struggle 
and obscifrity. 


Converted to Radicalism. 

Morley began «his literary career in the 
classic position of bear leader to a young 
Man, and one good effect of this was that; 
having had to travel on the continent, he 
obtained a mastery of the French tongue 
which has been useful.to him ever since, and 
this was partly the reason why when he came 
to be a man of letters French history and 
literature became his favorite topics. 

Morley's father was a Tory. His own tem- 
perament. cautious, critical, and not over- 
hopeful, inclined him to Whiggery. It was 
thought and study and perhaps the influence 
of John Mill, the great apostle of philosophic 
radicalism in the later Victorian epoch, that 
converted him to radicalism. 

He was called to the bar, but literature 
early claimed him, and he could not disobey 
‘her siren voice. It was perhaps the lucky 
coincidence that just as he began life in Lon- 
Gon the Saturday Review was started. and 
this, perhaps) ulitimately decided Morley" s 
fate. 

People of this generation fan scarcely real- 
ize the extraordinary vlace which the Satur- 
day Review occupied in the journalism of 
London in its first years. It was savage, it 
Was violently anti-Liberal in its political ar- 
ticles, it was at the same time a merciless 
critic of Disraeli, then the leader of the Tory 
Party. 

But that was only one side of its multiform 
influence. It had the most brilliant staffpt 
writers, perhaps, that ever gathéred around 
an editor; few of its writers died without 
leaving a great mark. Harcourt, the great 
leader;. Leslie Stephen, the great essayist: 
Freeman, the historian, Sir Henry Maine, the 
Drofound philosopher: the Marquis of Salis- 
‘bury, but Morley himself. were among the 
contributors, and it was impossible that a 
Paper with such a staff should not be brilliant 
from its first page to its last. 


Attracts John Mill. 

It was in that journal that Morley first 
made his literary success. It was impos- 
sible that he should remain without recog- 
nition for any length of time. A style clear, 
simple, and yet picturesque, dramatic snd 
yet restrained, glowing and yet chaste, at- 
tracted attention at once. 

Among those wl.o were won by this new 
writer Was John Stuart Mill, who expressed 
a desire to make the acquaintance, of the 
writer.of an article which had struck him, 
end thus bégan an acquaintance which was 
destined to largely shape the career of the 
young mar. . 

Moriey became one of Mill's closest friends 
and most fervent disciples, and scon he had 
joimed the ranks of the young irreconcilable 
agnostics who were then making their voices 
heard amid the din of the many new con- 
troversies that were stirring the dead. panes 
of English thought. 

But the school resolved to have its organ. 
The Fortnightly Review was started, and 
John Morley wae pointed out by destiny to 
be its editor. He was the boldest, the most 
eloquent, and the most convincing of this 
aggressive and brilliant new schecol. For 
years, then, Morley represented the ulti- 
mated point of militant and aggressive rad- 
icaliem in religion and in politics, 

His niind turned to politics, like that of his 
great miaster, Mill, but he several times 
failed .o secure a seat in the house of com- 
mons, and thus it was that he did not enter 
St. Stephen's until he: was already a middie 
aged. man.

AROUSES.SAVANTS 
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British Scientists CaNed Upon 
to Decide Which of Two 
Is Authentic. 


EITHER MAY BE SPURIOUS 


London Begins ‘Putting On Its 
Curl Papers’’ for the Cor- 
onation Season.

LONDON, Aprili 12.—The Royal Arche- 
ological institute at its last meeting consid- 
ered two skulls, eacn of which has at times 
been put forward as that of Oliver Cromwell. 

One of them came [rom the Ashmolean my 
seum at Oxford. For some time it was con- 
sidered by many to be authentic, but two 
curators of the Ashmolean have pronounced 
against it, and today it has few believers. 

The other skull wes'exhibited by the Rev. 
H. R. Wilkinson, whose great-grandfather 
became its owner more than a hundred years 
ago. Mr. Wilkinson summarized all the 
nown facts with regard to this relic, which, 
in the result, was pronounced to be in all 
probability the actual head of the great pro- 
tector. 

Oliver Cromwell died in [658 and was buried 
in Westminster abbey. On the firet anni- 
versary of King Charles’ execution after the 
restoration, Cromeyell's body and those of his 
son-in-law, Ireton, and of Bradshaw, were 
taken from their resting places and drawn on 
sledges to Tyburn, where thc; were hung on 
the “‘ triple tree,” after wn:ch the bodies, ex- 
cept the heads, were puried at the foot of the 
gallows. | 

The heads were stuck on pikes and set up cn 
or in Westminster hall. 


Tradition Keeps Story Alive. 

As to what became of Cromwell's head aft- 
erward we know nothing save by tradition. 
More~ than a hundred years later a man 
named Samuel Russell, an obscure actor of 
rather dissolute habits, who was related, or 
claimed to be related, to the Cromwell fam- 
ily, exhibited at a place in Clare Market the 
identical] skull now in the secre of Mr. 
Wilkinson. 

The story he told was that one night the 
head was blown Cown and fell at the foot of 
a sentr}, who picked it up, put it under his 
cloak and took it home with him. He said 
nothing of his find, which he hid somewhere 
in the house, but on his death bed he told 
the members of his family all about it. 
and they sold it to an ancestor of Samuel 
-Russeb. 

After this skull had been exhibited it was 
purchased by James Cox, the owner of a, 
well known museum, and was by him exhib- 
ited in Mead court, Bond street, in 17934 The 
next possessor was a niece of the museum 
keeper, who sold it to a medical man named 
Wilkinson, Mr. Wilkinson’s great grand- 
father

Jews Plan Another Colony. 

The Jewish Chronicle gives particulars. 2f 
yet another attempt to establish a colony of 
Jews near the Holy Land. In 1908 the late 
Dr, Herzl, after having failed to obtain any 
satisfactory concession from the Sultan of 
Turkey in respect to Zionist effort in Pales- 
tine, approached the Egyptian government 
with the object of securing a grant of land 
for Jewish settlement in El Arisch district, 
between Egypt and the Holy Land. 

The territory between these ttvo points in- 
cludes the Pelusium plain, which at one time 
was extremely fertile and probably the drgi- 
| inal habitat of the Hittites. 

A tentative offer wa# made by the Egyptian 
government of a tract of band situated within 
an ‘isosceles triangie, one side extending from 
the east of the Suez canal to Akabah, the 
other going from west of Gaza to Akabah, 
the coast forming the base. «a commission 
visited the district and its report was to the 
effect that the territory was unsuitable for 
purposes of colonization, except in smal! 
parts, so the scheme was abandoned. 


Scheme Now Is Less Ambitious, 

Now, again Jewish eyes have been turned 
to this district. The plan offered by the gen- 
eral Jewish colonizing organization is far 
less ambitious. than that which animated 
the Zionist leader. Instead of: attempting

Germany Picks New Army Color.

Then it was discovered that al- 
though the khaki color was suitable as a 
service dress for soldiers in the dusiy plains 
of Africa and India it was hardly efficient

A German officer wandering on the Indian 
frontier had his attention drawfi to the pe- 
cullar slate colored body clothe affected by 
the Yaghistan Afridis. He was told that 
the reason this color was so generally worn 
was that it disappeared rapidly on,a rock 
bound hillside, even in a blazing sun. and 
became invisible at a few feet distant in 
the night. He returned to Berlin with a 
report that set the army clothing experts 
thinking. 

As a result of exhaustive tests the Ger- 
man general staff hit upon a blue-green-gray 
mixture that blended with the summer green 
and the.blue-gray winter shadows of Euro- 
pean scenery. 

Women Win Honor in Norway. 

Woman's star is in the ascendant im Nor- 
way. Hardly had the first woman deputy, 
Mme. Rogstad, taken her seat in the Norwe- 
gian parliament when news comes that Miss 
Christine Bonnevie is the first woman who 
has had the portals of the Norwegian Acad- 
emy of Sciences opened to her. 

Miss Bonnevie occupies a post in the zo- 
ological laboratory of the Christiania univer- 
sity and hag written a standard work on bi- 
ology. 

Moreover, Miss Bonnevie has every chance 
to become the first woman professor in Scan- 
dinavia, since she has been placed first on the 
list to fill the chair for biorogy at the Chris- 
tiania university. 

Her success stands in striking contrast to 
the failure of Mme, Curie, who vainly sought 
admission to the French Academy of Sci- 
ences. 3 


British Take Census in India. 

The operation of counting the inhabitants 
of Britain’s great eastern empire has just 
been concluded, the grand total being given 
as 315,001,099, which is an increase of 7 per 
cent over the last census in 1901. 

To the total British territory in India con- 
tributes 244,172,381, an increase of 5.4 per 
eent, and the native states and agencies, 
70,828,728, an increase of 12.9 per cent. 

The relatively greater increase in the na- 
tive states is due partly to the fact that the 
decade was one’of recovery from the famines 
of 1897 and 1900 when many of the native 
states suffered far more than British terri- 
tory, and partly to the fact that they arestill 
comparatively sparsely inhabited and have 
more reom for expansion. 


Smokers Compete in Vienna. 

Hundrede of spectatore in Vienna one day 
last week followed with: interest a grand 
smokers’ competition. There were forty en- 
tries, the champions of various smokers’ 
clubs which bear names such as Mont Pelee, 
the Calumet, and the Joyous Fogmen. 

In one contest the winner was he who 
kept his cigar—one of medium size—alight 
longest. The record was achieved by a man 
who kept his Virginia alight for 2 hours 33 
minutes, no relighting being permitted. He 
gained a money. prize. 

There was also an ash contest, and thig 
was won by the competitor who kept the 
longest ash on his cigar. He was able to 
take a mahogany smoker's table home, after 
succeeding in keping a length of intact ash 
of seventy-two millimeters, or nearly three 
inches.

JODHPUR, Rajputana, India, Feb. 18.—A 
rough, stone paved lane winds and twists 
through the native city.~ Once ineide the 
city wall we go as straight as road.dliows 
to the great rock fortress At the first of 
seven massive gateways we are halted by a 
sentry, who demands the passes we have 
secured from the premident’s secretary. We 


.must leave qur carriunge here and painfully 


toil upward, passing half way round the fort. | 
The road, paved with atone, is protected on 
the outer side by a high wall. one of the 
many wells within wali. 

At last we stand just below a towering 
crag, its sheer precipice containued by @ 
hundred feet of soft red palace. It is @ 
perfect lacework of delicate jatticed win- 
dows and balconies inclosed in similar lace. 
On, round tHe end of the palace, always 
climbing, at least we ascend a flight of steps 
and are in the first courtyard. A guard takes 
us in tow and leads ‘us past a low white 
marble platform, with an openwork marbie 
chair of state, into ean inner court. 


Amazing Array of Gems. 

The showroom isthe treasury. It is really 
a huge jewelry ebop, an amazing array of 
jewelry, the personal property of the state, 
which is the Maharaja. Roughly estimated, 
there is a bushel of pearls, a peck each of 
rubles and emeralds, and gallons of dia- 
monds. sridles, croppers, .nd saddlesof sil- 
ver and gold. Harness incased in gold and 
silver. Silver and gold tent poles. Enough 
watches of all shapes, sizes, and varieties, 
including the most expensive repeaters, to 
stock a shop. Hundreds of finger rings, arm 
bands, necklaces, bracelets, ankiets, all the 
refined and barbaric jewelry that barbarian 
prince: should have. I labored under the 
impression that Field museum had exhaust- 
ed the supply of fine Indian jewelry. This 
colMection would stock a dozen museums, 

Adjoining is the durbar room, with a low 
throne, now apparently used as a storerocom 
for children’s piaythings. Here we found 
the 3 year old son of the maharaja, a cun- 
ning youngster in white satin slippers, loose 
trousers of Chinese stuffs, and a pink em- 
broidered soft woolen coat, with rings in his 
ears and a big gold necklace. 


‘salaamed and shook hands. 


Back to the frst court, into the armory. 
Strange weapons of the old days when 
weapons were made to be looked at and 
fondied as well as to destroy life—huge 
swords with gold, bejeweled handles; shields 
plated .with gold; carved powder horns in 
mother-of-pearl, ivory, gold, and silver; fine 
lances used in the nobie sport of pig sticking. 


View from the Parapet. 


Leaving the palace, we-descend into a court 


of irregular shape, shut in by high walls—one, 


a hundred feet wide, the outer wall of the 
fortress proper. Steps lead up to thig and 
we are face to face with cannons of different 
sizes and centuries. The plain spreads 
straight away like a yellowish-gray’ ocean. 
Here and there are tiny cones, tops of peaks, 
rising .up like islands out of a wild, forbid- 
ding, desolate plain. 

The parapet itself rises out of solid rock 
which plunges downward, a sheer abyss. 
The city begins beneath the wall of the cliff 
and stretches for a mile out into the plain. 
It is thoroughly irregular. No streets can 
be distinguished. Short lanes wind and lead 
seemingly nowhere. You see three miles of 
red sandstone houses, white splotches where 
they have been coated, and the deep green of 
the tanks. These lie deepand are beautifully 
made, surrounded by fine straight walls and 
temples. 

About the town straggles a crenellated 
wall; in places it clambers over rock masses 
which are themselves incased in walls, form- 
ing little outlying forts. Beyond the wal! 
is a little belt of green in which nestle the 
red walled bungalows of the rich and the offi- 
cials and a group of handsome red stone 
buildings, government offices, their roofs dot- 
ted with soft white domes. 

High Above the City. 

We are high above the city, more than four 
hundred feet. Soundof voices comes up, soft, 
blended, Mke the low rear of the distant surf. 
Here and there ceremonies are goingon You 
hear the beat of the tom tom and the rattle 
of a clapper on tiny drums in the hands of 
mendicants, the strains of a flute, the screech 
of hawks soaring aloft over the city. Occa- 
sionally the dark grey of an eagle against 
the dark green of a tank, or the brighter 
green of innumerable parrots. 

But wherever you turn walls, and again 
walls.

and. there, long streaks of bright colored 
yarn, countless crows. ‘There is but little 
green in the, city; only here and there a 
mango or bo ‘tree. The sharp peaked glided 
domes of little Hindu temples, the wide open 
court of a mosque. A great serail or place for 
caravans, & high wall incloses a row of cells 
surrounding a great open space, an inn for 
camel and driver from beyond the passes. 

On round the irregularly winding parapet. 
Here we see the Hopi country, the broken 
sandstone buttes and mesas of northern Ari- 
zona. The town extends even in this direc- 
tion, nestling against the foot of the fort, 
flowing out in between broken rock masses. 
And again wails, and more walls, winding 
and twisting seemingly without purpote. 
More tanks, Httle- patches of mangoes in a 
fiat. In a little pocket a three acre level 
wheat field glistens like an emerald in its 
forbidding grey yellow setting. Everywhere 
low brush, like our sage and grease wood. 
Crowning the. topmost crest of a faraway 
ridge are two palaces, bungalows of the 
maharaja. 

His highness, by the way, goes pig sticking 
today. It looks like good pig sticking, rat- 
tlesnake country. Pig sticking in a land like 
this is no sport for babes. ‘ 

Massive Walls of the Palace. 

Just on our right rise the massive red walls 
of the palace, plain on this side except for 
battlemented parapets. Beléw winds the 
road; we look down upon the teps of the 
gates through which we passed the ascent. 


Beyond ia a big red building, presumably the | 


palace of a nobleman, huge courts within 
courts, its outer walls delicately carved, its 
inner court. paved with red sandstone, its 
walls lined with variegated marbles. Men 
are quarrying stone out of the fort itself. A 
series of shallow holes are drilled in the face 
of the rock. Wooden plugs are inserted; 
when dampened they expand, breaking off 
the rock. The Egyptians used the same de- 
vice five thousand years ago. , 

We leave the fort Dy a short cut, past a 
deep tank, at the side.of which masons are 
at work on fine marble columns and supports, 


‘for they are putting the palace in repair. 


Just round the corner, under @ little stone 
shed, are several musicians beating on big 
kettledrums and making strange mueic on 
small, primitive wooden flutes. Back in the 
shed are several cowhide bottles used for 
storing ghee. Their capacity is perhaps ten 
barrels each, the largest botties I have ever 
seen. 

Round the corner of an irregular line of 
palace walt the palace itself looms aloft, 
looking as if it grew out of the solid rock. 
Time has softened the red of the stone and 
even the yellow of the wash, where in places 
it has been coated. It is @ vast waving ex- 
panse of lace, for nearly every inch of the 
walls is carved, delicate carving in the Hindu 
style. In one place a round bastion is sur- 
mounted by a square balcony, witha carved, 
rounded hood, and innumberable figures 
carved in the supporting brackets. Round | 
the summit of the palace is a four foot rail, 
upright stone posts three feet apart; be- 
tween stone grilles in geometric designs and 
scarcely any two alike. 


City Is Interesting. 

The city is a rare treat. Eighty thousand 
people, 8,000 novelties. First, a Mohamme- 
dan procession. They are going out to a 
mosque for some special sacrifice—a two mile 
drove of gorgeousness—afoot, on horseback, 
and on camels, all dressed in their Sunday 
best.‘ A dude who has been off to college is 
in patent leathers and an overcoat of flowered 
silk. Youngsters, mate and female, wear 
filmy, gauzy things lowded with tinsel and 
spangles. Women, “ claa in greenish gauzes 
and loaded, brow, nose, ear, wrist, arm, 
waist, and ankle, with heavy native jewelry,” 
trudge along, “ their every step like the clabh- 
ing of copper pots.” 

The grace, the delicacy, the. softness of the 
stone lacework of the palace and the fort is 
repeated at every turn throughout the city. 
Each house is a museum of architecture, a 
picture in an ilfustratea textbook of religion. 
Gods painted on walls, gods and godilings in 
niches and shrines, a godling under every 
tree, shapeless lumps of earth or masses of 
stone, devoid of form diked out In paint; 
about each' one there is enough red ochre to 
painta barm Some of tnem are hideous, with 
big, bleary pop eyes and leering mouth, ra- 
diant with gold dust on a red background. 
Neither cart nor carriage in the city, every 
one afoot, now and then a camel.

HREE weeks ago go attention was called 

in this column to the remarks made 

by Walter D. Moody of the Chicago 

plan commission at a luncheon of the 

Chicago real estate board regarding 
the effect the proposed widening of Twelfth 
street was sure to have on land values along 
that street, in case the project was carried 
through. 

At that time he declared that if he were 
a real estate man, and could not make $100,- 
000 in a year operating in that field, he 
would leave the city. 

Mr. Moody had meré to say upon this 
subject last week at the luncheon of the 
Cook County real estate board, and he was 
even more enthusiastic than on the former 
occasion, asserting that twenty times the 
cost of widening Twelfth street will be re- 
turned to the west side within five years 
after the completion of that work. 


Means Doubling of Values. 

“You know, as obfervant realty men,’’ he 
added “that the street already has become 
@ center of activity with the dawn of better 
things for the district through which it runs. 

Record prices for real estate are being paid. 
One fifty foot lot. and an inside lot at that, 
was sold within the fortnight under the 
judicial hammer for $50,000. Such a price 
was unthought of a year ago. It ig a mar- 
velous demonstration of the possibilities of 
the Chicago plan. 

“We all know, too, that this boom in 
values is not confingd to Twelfth street. 
What property owner in that entire district 
is welling to sell as cheaply as he would have 
sold six months. ago? The widening of 
Twelfth street thears the creating of the two 
great elements that give real estate value— 
accessibility and attractiveness. It means 
a doubling of values. affecting millions of 
property, and a flow of money into the west 
side that wil! astound the farseeing realty 
operator.” 

This is a more optimistic as well as a broad- 
er view of the situation than was his former 
‘talk and is on a line with the statement made 

* by Tue TRIBUNE in commenting upon his 
former remarks that the widening of 
Twelfth street was likely to bring to a 
large part of the west side the greatest real 
estate boom in its history. 

Naturally, owners are marking up their 
prices and sales are being made showing 

{ sharp advances over the asking pricesof only 
a few weeks ago, and which are netting 
ehrewd purchasers neat profits. 

Striking evidence of the improved prospects 
of Twelfth street is indicated in thé statement 
of Mr. Moody that owners on Halsted street 
regret their action a few years ago in opp 
ing the widening of that thoroughfare, sone 
of whom are said to be anxious to have the 
plan commission revive the ening move- 
ment, as they fear the influx of monéy and : 
development of Twelfth street means a set- 
back for Halsted street. 

It certainly is a most interesting situation, 
for, as stated in Taz Trrpune of three weeks 
ago, not only does it concern the west side, 
but also much south side territory both north 
and south of Twelfth street, which is certain 

: to profit — by the proposed widening of

SIXTY-THIRD STREET—An interesting 
transaction invélves the large five story 
“ Park Gate” store and apartment build- 
ing at the northwest corner of Sixty-third 
street and Stony Island avenue, just at the 
entrance to Jackson park. It was cofiveyed 
by John Tully to William R. Shelby of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., general manager of 
the Michigan and tndiana railroad.

New York.—(Special Oorrespondence.]—Robert Mantel] and Mildred Holland 
siand for purple in the drama. They live their mimic lives on royal thrones, or loafing 
around\them. ‘heir theatrical tours are made with crowns so much on their heads 
and scepters in their hands that, seeing them greet each other in Broadway, I was 
almoet astonished when he lifted a mere hat to her and toyed with no more than a 
cane, Manteil’s circiits in monarchy bring him into the center of New York evesy 
year or two, but never until just now has Mildred come forther in than the edge. 
This week she is giving in a Broadway house, after having guised herself from her 
repertory as a Hussian, an Austrian, and a French empress. a new regal drama of old 
italian papal states. As to Mantell—well, a current incident in his kingly career is 


Vatsy Harris as a princess. 
Patsy comes of a line of showgirle. Her advent was coeval with the original 


“ forodora” sextette of queenly beauties. Now she is speaking lines right alongside 


Kobert Manteil. 

However, Mildred Holland first, with “The Lily apd the Prince” in original 
performances. Whenever in a play she isn’t a royal personage she is a delicate, 
fragrant tlower of a girl crushed to earth by tyranny, until in the climax she rises to 
bloom again. She is the Lily of the present piece, and her crusher isn’t a wicked 
masher of a prince, for he is her lover, brave and true, and her mate in a fate not less 
dreadful than a decree of death by Lucretia Borgia of poisonous celebrity. The 
Lily’s father and brother got on to Lucretia’s death list frst. They declined to go 
into a conspiracy for her, and so the Italian lady with the original black hand laid 4 
on them. Now, Lily had lately swapped hearts with the prince, to whom Lucretia 
had held out her hand—a white one to caress, not to kill—until he pleaded with her 
to save Lily’s father and brother. Thereat the deviltry became dire, for the woman, 
on learning his incentive, put him on her list for awful tortures. 

That indicates the intensest melodrama, and so it is; yet this composition, like 
most of Miss Holland’s, projects her as a spotless girl in contrast With grim enemies. 
She wins her lover in a Florentine garden, loses him into the hatred of the Borgia, 
follows him into a session of masked torturers, and eventually rescues him. This is 
a clever actress, and expert producer, and ‘The Lily and the Prince” is a good thing 
of her practical kind. 

Now, Patsy Harris, show beauty, turned Shakspearean actress of King Lear’s 
daughter Uordelia. It is a short part, you'll remember; therefore she doesn’t lisp, nor 
wriggle, nor prattie in a childish voice so much. She hasn’t the time to. However, 
the lady may truly be said to ~ more to poor, misused, suffering Cordelia than ever 
was done before on auy stage, .

A New Farce as an Easter Gayety. 


‘The first of the Master gayeties here, “ Doctor De Luxe,” is a farce that has 
straight spells broken by antic crimps. It begins with one of them in the first display 
of showgirls in the guise of smart belles who bring their lapdogs to a doctor for 
medical and surgical treatment. Why hasn’t the dog fad been used on the stage be- 
fore? A dozen matched beauties lope fn gracefully. Six in black gowns carry white 
dogs, and their entrance to the dogatorium makes the play’s opening flurry of beauty. 
Keach young woman, of erect'height and. willowy grace, cuddles her beastie and sings 
to **mamma’s. little pet” in a way to light a fire of jealousy in the Johnnie who 
watches her from the parquet, 

Kight after. that they are led by a Jeanette Childs and a big, babyish puppy ia 
a song about “how to treat a little doggie.” Talk of heart interest in emotional drama. 
Here are thirteen lumps of it hugged up to the pulse centers of a baket’s dozen of 
coquettes. And for the comic relief there’s a mongrel that, as its fussy mistress fears, 
has a headache from indigestion; a spaniel in motoring togs that in a moment of in- 
attention by a maid has slipped his auto goggles and caught a speck in its eye; and 
a buildog that endeavors to eat off the hand of the diagnosing doctor. Feminine 
ecetasies rise high throughemt the theater during this half bour of dog show. 

Kight other young women are utterly unlike the dog- petters, although matched 
up as exactly among themselves; for they have been chosen short and thick to justify 
the name of Kiddies that the bill gives to them. They wear childish frocks that stop 
at theif knees, and they are never at a standstill, but most of the time are whirling, 
ahd sometimes upside down, Nor ie it a single brief display. The “kiddies” re- 
appear for several songs and dances, led by a similarly prankish Jeanette Childs, and 
finally, in a hote] courtyard, they climb fire escape ladders, hang from balconies, and 
smash rea] glass windows with missiles in night cut-ups.

rhe principal comedian, Ralph Herz, is the first bald young actor that ever I saw 
make love seriously without a wig. Besides being a comic character he is a senti- 
mental wooer.

Some errors have 
been made, the gravest one of which is that 
the proscenium arch hag been bullt so low 
that people tn the upper balcomies are unable 
either to hear or see what is going on on the 
stage. 

Mechanical and scenio equipments are of 
latest models.

ART AND SCIENCE IN EATING. 

It is not enough, says an authority on din- 
ing, that a menu should be designed to offer, 
in proper proportions, proteids, carbohy- 
drates, fats, etc. Itmnst do more. It must 
appeal to the imagination and it must stim- 
ulate the appetite. 

In all the offerings of a perfect meal there 
are but two which make an open frontal 
attack on hunger—the joint and game. 
These give it its quietus. They dre the 
matadors, the killers. Hverything else on 
the menu is to be pleasantly irritating, teas- 
ing, tantalizing. The picadors and banderil- 
leros of food come first. They arouse, stim- 
ulate, and enrage the appetite. 

When they have it pawing the dust and 
switching its tail, making short rushes here 
and violent dashes there, then solemnly 


“come the roasts, the real foods, and with 
pomp and ceremony dispatch the now rav- 


ening creature. Unskilled persons may 
make a wretched botch of this delicate art 
by assaulting the stomach without prelim- 
inaries; by absorbing a mess of pork and 
cabbage, of roast beef, steak, or chops. 
Such persons may have eaten, but they have 
not dined. 

A dinner properly given, to get our illus- 
trations in another fashion, must be like a 
play properly staged. It must proceed to- 
wards a climax. It must work for the 
cumulative effect. It must have constantly 
in mind the big scene in the third act. Thus 
the menu maker operates on the theory that 
he is confronted in the beginning with stom- 
achic indifference. A sluggish appetite pre- 
sents itself much as a stolid theatergoer, 
prepared to be bored again. This is to be 
tickled at first, made to open one eye and 
blink; to be coaxed with viands which start 
a secretion of the juices; to be nudged and 
prodded into life and action; to be brought 
around quivering and intense. 

Then, when it is all of a flutter in anticipa- 
tion, the menu maker produces his sustain- 
ing dishes and appetite, no longer indiffer- 
ent or unconcérned, falls to with a great 
grunt of relief and satisfaction. All the 
preliminaries are contrived to produce this 
result. The authority mentioned describes 
the process thus: 

“The hors d’ceuvres stimulate the gusta- 
tory mechanism and start the secretion of 
saliva, gastric and pancreatic juices. The 
soup has little nutritive value, but is rich 
in specific gastric exciters. A free flow of 
juices is thus insured for the fish, which isa 
food rich in proteid, but which, with few ex- 
ceptions, is not very attractive. The entrée, 
by its name, appearance, and taste, secures a 
flow of juice to digest the joint and game, 
true foods, while the savories maintain the 
flow. Sweets and dessert, with their pleas- 
ant taste, attractive appearance, etc., are 
taken towards the end of the meal when 
one’s hunger is getting appeased.” 

Coffee follows to give a fillip to the sati- 
ated and anacondalike beings who have been 
subjected to this process. It revives them 
to after-dinner conversational! ability and, 
without taking from them the knowledge 
that they have: dined, relieves them of the 
necessity of going to sleep.

It never has occurred to the United 
States to object to the exhibition abroad 
of wild west shows on the ground that 
they conveyed false impressions of the 
country and persuaded immigrants to hook 
for Indian attacks in New York. This 
probably because whatever false notions 
may have been spread never interfered 
with the country’s development. 

With Canada it has been another mat- 

ter. The “ice palace” went into dis 
favor because of its suggestion of frigid- 
ity. Canada sought release at the cost 
of much money from the once @revail- 
ing. conception that the dominion was 
“our lady of the snows.” 
_ Now we have the Philippines protest-

¢aters, Such a village is wanted for a 
Paris exposition, and the men recruiting 
the natives have run into some sort of 
trouble in the mountains. Manila cable 
news—American—confesses that it does 
not know the cause or extent of their 
predicament, but hopes they fail to get 
their portable village, adding: “‘ We never 
have believed that the Igorrote in the con- 
dition in ‘which he generally is taken 
abroad and exhibited at fairs and expo- 
sitions was a very good advertising asset for 
the islands.”

THE REOSPROCITY AGREEMENT. 
It is many years since there has been so 

extended a debate in the house of represen- 

tatives as that on the reciprocity bill. Its 


opponents were given ample time for dis- 


cussion and an opportunity to offer amend- 
ments. This is a welcome return to the 
practice of earlier days, when freedom of 
debate was-not curtailed unduly. 

The passage of the bill by a large majority 
is cause for congratulation, but it is unfor- 
tunate that only a minority of the Repub- 
lican members help to make up that major- 
ity. The Republicans who voted against the 
reciprocity agreement arrayed themselves 
against the intelligent policy of a Repub- 
lican administration. More than that, they 
went counter to popular sentiment, for man- 
ifestly reciprocity is popular. The desper- 
ate efforts which haye been made to create 
prejudice against it have failed. The Amer- 
ican Protective Tariff league's heavy invest- 
ment in postcards did not pay. The letters 
sent out by the lumber manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation, of which Mr. Edward Hines is pres- 
ident, telling the farmers that reciprocity 
would injure them produced little effect. 
Sensible farmers saw it would give them 
cheaper lumber, which they want, and which 
they know Mr. Hines does not wish them to 
have. : 

The question is now up tothesenate. Re- 
publican senators, regulars and progres- 
sives, have an opportunity to display greater 
wisdom than their brethren in the house. 
The attempt to amend the bill, which failed 
in the house, will be renewed in the senate. 
Success would be fatal to the reciprocity 
agreement, which must be accepted or re- 
jected as it stands. Therefore those pro- 
gressive senators who find the fault with the 
agreement is that it does not do enough for 
the people should not be found among those 
voting to kill the bill by amending it. They 
should take what they can get. Better the 
half loaf than no bread. They will have 
later on an opportunity to liberalize features 
of the tariff law which are objectionable to 
them. 

The senate will be slow in acting. But 
while it is deliberating public opinion will 
be expressing itself with increasing foree 
for ratification. The farmers who have been 
led to believe reciprocity would hurt them 
will give the subject more thought and will 
see that it will benefit them as producers and 
consumers.

Lambert entertains advanced views, in har- 
mony with the agricultural members of par- 
Hament on the Radical benches of the house 
of commons, which do not command the sym- 
pathy of Lord Carrington: 

Then, too, Lord Carrington is no longer 
young, being in the neighborhood of 70, and 
with much of the work connected with the 
coronation on his shoulders, as hereditary 
grand chamberlain, he feels that he needs a 
post entailing léss hard work, and, above all, 
worry, than that of minister of agriculture. 

He ts to remain in the cabinet, but with the 
more or less sinecure office of lord privy seal, 
now held by Lord Crowe, jointly with the 
secretaryship of state for India. 


Lord Carrington was perhaps the most inti-, 


mate friend and crony of the late King Ed- 
ward. They had been boys together and re- 
matned closely attached to one another 
throughout the life of the late king. This in- 
timacy wes still further tncreas¢d when Lord 
Carrington married the Hon. Cecilia Harbord, 
the eldest daughter of Lord and Lady Sumfield, 
who joined King Edward's househould on his 
marriage and remained with him until his 
Geath.. Lady Carrington, by the by, has just 
been appointed lady in waiting to Queen 
ra. 
> . 7 

Lord Carrington is absolutely deyold of all 
family pride, and once, when twitted with 
thinking more of the working men than of his 
own order, replied “ Why not? My family 
were working people themselves only a few 
generations ago.’’ 

He is descended from the same stock as the 
late Lord Pauncefote, who died as British 
ambassador at Washington—namely: from 
Abel Smith, a Nottingham bankef, who flour- 
ished at the beginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury and who was himself the son of a village 
apothecary. 

Abel had three sons, of whom the first, 
George, was created a baronet, and whose 
eldest son and namésake assumed the name 
of Bromley. It may be remembered that the 
late Sir Robert Bromiley married Lord 
Pauncefote’s daughter, Lillian, at Washing- 
ton. 


—~>- 

Abel Smith’s second son, John, was the an- 
cestor of the late Lord Pauncefote. The third 
son of Abel Smith bore the same name, and 
had a son of hisown, named Robert, who was 
the friend and banker of the famous prime 
minister, “ Billy’’ Pitt. The latter got for 
him, with a great deal of difficulty, a peerage 
from George III., who manifested an invin- 
cible objection to raising ‘‘ any one in trade ”’ 
to the house of lords. 

Pitt was of a different opinion. He held 
that any man of good repute, possessed of an 
income of $100,000 a year from entailed landed 
property, was, ipse facto, entitled to a peer- 
age, and had his way. Pitt's friend selected 
as his title that of Lord Carrington, and his 
son, following the example of the other de- 
scendants of the original Abel Smith, got 
leave from the crown td change his pa- 
_tronymic from Smith to Carrington. : 

= 

The present Lord Carrington is the pos- 
sessor, Or was so in his earlier years, of a flery 
temper. He was libeled, under the pseudonym 
of *‘ Bob Chousington, Lord Jarvey,’’ many 
years ago, in a London newspaper of the so- 
ciety order, entitled The Queen’s Messenger, 
belonging to and edited by Lord Palmerston’s 
natural son, the late Grenville Murray. 

Lord Carrington administered a terrible 
horsewhipping to Murray, who summoned 
him for assault, the case being heard at the 
Marlborough street police court’ A desperate 
fracas en@ued there, for the possession of cer- 
tain important papers, in which Lomi Car. 
rington took an active part. His legal repre- 
sentative, Hardinge Gifford (afterwards lord 
high chancellor and now War) Halsbury) was 
deluged with ink and his head was cut by a 
heavy pewter inkstand, which was used by 
the combatants ae a missile. 

Loré Carrington, however, carried the day 
and drove Murray into foreign exile in order 
to escape criminal proceedings for perjury. 
Later on, Grenville Murray, from his exile in 
Parise, collaborated with Edmund Yates in the 
foundation of the London World. 


_— 

Lord Carrington was one of the few cronies 
of King Edward, of whom the latter’s mother, 
Queen Victoria, was fond, and she bestowed 
upon him many marks of favor, promoting 
him from a barony to an earldom, and ap- 
pointing him to all sorts of offices, including 
those of captain in the corps of gentlemen-at- 
arms, governor of the colony of New South 
Wales, and lord chamberlain. 

It was while holding the latter office that 
Lord Carrington, in fulfilling his duties as 
censor of the drama, had his memorable en- 
counter with the American actress, Fay 
Templeton, on the subject of her costume, 
when she was appearing at the Gaiety theater 
in London. 


~o 

One of Lord Carrington’s younger brothers, 
Col Sir William Carrington, is privy purse of 
the king, and was controller of his household 
prior to his accession to the throne. He has 
an American wife, a daughter of the late 
Francis Warden, which mdde him, of course, 
the brother-in-law of that extremely popular 
personage, the late “ Billy’’ Warden, who 
was as much at home in the most exclusive 
set of London society as in that of Paris and 
of New York. 

Lord Carrington boasts of deriving his in- 
come exclusively from agriculture. He is 
alone in the house of lords in a position to put 
forward any such pretension. A year or so 
ago, at the banquet of the Farmers’ olypb at 
Whitehall court, he gave a pledge to those 
present, that he did got own asingle share of 
stock or bonds of any kind. This is an ax. 
traordinary condition of affairs when it is 
borne in mind he is a rich man and that his 
annual income is rated at considerably over 
$500,000. He is in favor of the multiplication 
of small holdings, increased security of ten. 
ure, and freedom for tenant farmers in thedy 
mode of farming. He has cut up large por. 
tions of hie estates into small holdings ang 
allotments.

That this generous system pays may bein- 
ferred from the fact that during the last forty 
years he has only ‘changed eighteen tenants 
on his 30,000 acres, with the exception of 
changes of tenancy caused by death. fe

N the one universal church to which all 
good men belong, composed of those of 
all faiths who honestly live up to the 
best they know, whether Christian or 
pagan, Jew or Gentile, Catholic or Prot- 

estant, there is a certain fundamental creed. 
This, the greatest common divisor of all 
creeds, may be thus stated: 

1. The good man sees, acknowledges, and 
believes in, first of all, the difference between 
right and wrong. When the word ought dis- 
appears from’ one’s’ vocabulary he may be 
sure Of moral decay. The one man abomin- 
able to any decent society is the man who 
thinks nothing matters. We can toleraie 
one, even, who doubts there is a God; but if 
one believes there is no line between right 
and wrong, then, as Dr. Johnson said, “ let 
us count our spoons when he leaves.” 

2. The good man believes that happiness 
will come to him, permanently, and as@ law, 
only as he practices doing right. Joy, peace, 
and bliss are not to be cozened nor juggled 
from God or nature, but are thé sure portion 
of them that persistently do what they think 
right. Doing right, of course, does not al- 
ways bring money or fame or other external 
desired things, but it brings peace and poise 
to the soul, as surely as three times five 
make fifteen. There are no more exceép- 
tions to this rule than to a law of physics 
or of geometry. The cosmic accuracy runs 
in spiritual ag well as in material things. 


8. The good man’s duty (in which he finds 


happiness) is first of all to develop his per- 


sonality. God made him for a purpose, his 


joy will consist in finding and fulfilling that 
purpose. He is not to be some one else, 
not to copy; but, using all masters, to be- 
come more and more himself. 

4. It ig his duty to be strong. Hecan be 
of use to others only as he has force in him- 
self. He therefore shuns all things that tend 
to weaken his arm, his brain, or his heart. 
‘5. His duty is to be clean. This item of 
the creed is ‘oldest and newest; oldest, in 
that cleansings were a part of every early 
religion, tye commands of Moses, for in- 
stance, abounding in many lustral rites; 
newest, in that the one lesson of modern 
science is the power and safety of the-anti- 


septic life. The devil's name as far as bodily 


health and mental clearness and spiritual 
vigor is concerned, is dirt. Dirt is the one 
enemy to be hated with all one’s soul and to 
be fought unto one’s last breath. 

6. His duty is to be brave. The basic sin 
of all'sins is cowardice. The higher the 
realm of life in which we move the more 
dangerous is any kind of fear. And the most 
deadly of all fears is the fear of the truth, 
or the fear for the truth. Any man or in- 
stitution that fights to preserve himself or 
itself, for the sake of “‘ expediency,’’ that is 
to say, for fear the truth might do harm, 
any man or institution, in the words of 
Zangwill, that proposes to live and die in 
‘‘an autocasm without facts,” is doomed. 

7. His duty is to love. Although, aeccord- 
ing to the foregoing points in the creed, he 
is to develop self and be clean, brave, and 
strong, yet he is to find his motive for all 
this and the @nd for which he does ali this, 
outside and not inside of himself. 

It is at this point that he rises, like an 
aeroplane leaving the runway on the ground 
and soaring aloft; here the man leaves the 
company and similitude of all other crea- 
tures. In his power to be actuated by un- 
selfish motives he becomes as a god com- 
parec. to the beasts. 

He Hives for his wife, his children, his 
friends, his country, his race; so, in widen- 
ing waves.his radio-dynamic flows. The good 
man therefore hates no living creature. He 
despises no human being. 

In him is a centrifugal power outflowing to 
inundate the universe. 

8 From this love arise all graces and 
virtues as naturally as peaches grow from 
peach trees. Loving all he cannot soll a 
soul, nor wrong a fellow being, nor hurt wan- 
tonly, nor usurp, nor push for precedence, 
nor be unkind, nor in any way drift int 
the low, poison life of egoism. ° 

9. His one aim, last of all, is to serve. Strong 
in himself, fearless and loving, he arises at 
length to the platform where stands he who 
was called “the first born among many 
brethren.” He is the master’s companion 
and also can put away all cheap success, 
all luxuries of greed and dominance, and 
repeat his master’s words: 

“Let him who would be greatest among 
you bé servant of all. I, too, come not to 
be ministered unto, but to minister.”” Over 
his grave may be inscribed what Antony 
said of Brutus: 

His life was gentle, and the elements 
So mixed in him, that Nature might stand up 
And say to all the world, ‘“‘ This was a man!’

Mr. Belasco had evidently merely absorbed 
the New York idea on this genera! subject. 
He did not think out the trick for himself.

Desiring, however, to maintain the 
Thomes orchestra’s enviable record for first 
performances and novelties, Mr. Stock hes 
presented much thet was of only mediocre 
worth. Some of these newer compositions 
bre to be welcomed for patriotic reasons, like 
the Hadley symphony or the Herbert ‘cello 
eoncerte. Others, like the Scharwenka con- 
verto, are to be excused on the grounds of 
the performer’s limitations. 
| The first performances of long neglected 
works like the Liszt “ Todtentanz,’’ the Mo- 
zart, Beethoven, and Schumann concertos 
played by Mr. Busoni, Mrs. Zeisler, Mr. 
Hutcheson, and Mr. Gruppe, the Kalinnikow 
and Bruckner symphonies, end several of 
the Wagner excerpts tall for commendation 
only, with a passing expression of wonder 
as to their failure to appear earlier in the 
Thomas repertory. It would seem, therefore, 
that the efforts of the Thomes orchestra to 
keep tte patrons abreast the times heve this 
season resulted in less that was of profit 
and interest than has been the cage tn former 
years. 

The season has been further distinguished 
by the laok of definite musical character- 
istica as compared with some years that 
have gone before. There was a sta~ 
son in which Mr. Stock explored the 
symphonic art of Richard Strauss with 
so much thoroughness and with such illu- 
minating enthusiasm thet one recalled it 
as the ‘‘ Strauss year.”’ There followed ea 
period remarkable for a similarly fortunate 
emphasis of the art of Johannes Brahma, 
and there was a season made notable by a 
careful study of the modern French school 
of composition.

The twentieth season fs not to be labeled 
with the name of any one composer. Its im- 
pressions are too diffuse. As noted above, 
they seem chiefly concerned with the re- 
establishment of orchestral routine and re- 
flect credit upon Mr. Stock’s talents as a 


drillmaster, which, because of the eplendid 
Precision of the musician machine which he 
inherited from ‘Iheodore Thomas, were not 
given fuller test in the beginning of his ca- 
reer. The manner tn which he has met end 
solved the problems that have arisen in this 
department reflects great credit upon his dis- 
ciplinary powers and is a source of the 
liveliest satisfaction to all who have the wel- 

fare of Chicago's foremost mustoel organi- 
zation at heart. 

There have been rather more soloists than 
usually assist the orchestra in ita concerts, 
but, es usual, it is easy to recall those who 
have impressed themselves upom the public 
and have contributed vitally to musical 
progress. First and foremost comes Busoni, 
with that remarkable performance of the 
lAszt “ Todtentanz " that le™ the many tra- 
dition mongers who habitually disparage the 
creative talents of the master of the plano- 
forte puzzled to find an hypothesis which 
would explain this masterpiece and leave 
them their misconceptions as to the essential 
triviality of his music.

Busoni'y art has been made the subject of 
many an acrimonious argument during the 
last eight montha, which is a sure sign of 
afvancement.

~ CREATES A STIR 


Measure Providing for Ap- 
pointment of Commission 
Causes Excitement. 


JOKER IN TERMS LENGTH 


BY JAMES J. CORBETT. 
New York. April 22.—[Special. ]—Consider- 
able excitement has been created in boxing 
circies through the introduction of a bill in 


pointment of a commission to regulate the 
sport. A number of promoters who now con- 
duct weekly bouts sce in the measure an at- 
tempt to put them out of business, or at least 
to throw them upon the tender mercies of 
certain politicians in whose interests it is 
claimed the bill has been framed. 


which to allintents and purposes is to “‘ reg- 
ulate’ and “ protect” boxing by legalizing 
public exhibitions before athletic clubs. Un- 
der its provisions the governor is to appoint 
a commission of three men, two of whom are 
to be residents of Greater New York, which 
is to be given sole direction of and jurisdic- 
tion over all boxing matches in the state; 
also the commission ts to determine who are 
entitled to licenses to conduct such boxing 
exhibitions; and have full power to revoke 
licenses at its pleasure. Furthermore, all 
boxerg must take out licenses before being 
permitted to participate in contests, which 
‘are to be limited to fifteen rounds with eight 
ounce gloves’ 


Five Year Term Is “Joker.” 

The commissioners are to serve five years 
and to be the judge, jury. and final court of 
appedis in all matters pertaining to public 
boxing exhibitions. Right. here is the joker 
in the whole affair if any jobbing or grafting 
scheme is cowtemplated. To place the sport 
in the hands of three men for a period of five 
years who would have paramount control and 
to whose discretion the future of boxing asa 
public institution and its welfare are to be 
left without appeal would be taking long 
chances. 
what temptation to show favors tere and 
there where personal friendship entered into 
the matter or financial inducements would be 
great enough to jure any but the most honest 
and upright from that which is fair and 
equitable? 

The commission is to be given power, ac- 
cording to the bill, to revoke licenses at 
pleasure and to appoint or remove at will 
those whose duties it will be to see that the 
law is carried out, but no provision is made 
for the removal of its own members whose 
appointment for the term of five years would 
be of the fron clad contract kind. Im other 
words right or wrong the commissioners 
could do 4s they pleased and issue or refuse to 
issue Hicenses at their own sweet will.- In 
short, they would be supreme and placed in 
Office on the theory that they could do fio 
wrong.

As showing what a difference even one 
second makes when driving a speed car at 
this pace, it is noted that while Burman cut 
only one and twenty-one one hundredths sec- 
od off Oldfield’s old record for the mile, he 
traveled six and fifty-four one hundredtas 
miles per hour faster than did Barney. 

“ Wild Bob ’’ Burman is the familiar name 
given to the record breaker because of his 
daring behind the wheel of a racing car. 
With him it either is a case of win or break 
down, for he drives his car to the Hmit from 
gun to wire.

Owners May Refuse to Race Nags Over

The trouble in the grand circuit, which at 
one time promised to become qulte interest- 
ing, has\subsided. I have it on the best of 
authority that representations havé been 
made in writing to Secretary Shepard of the 
Columbus track, which was insurging vio- 
lently a week ago, that the recent amendment 
to the bylaws of the grand circuit, whereby 
that organization “may” refuse the entry 
of any horse taking part in a meeting over a 
track deemed by the grand circuit to be one 
of its member's, when such races conflict with 
any other grand circuit meeting, will not be 
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put in operation this summer in order to pun- 
ish horse owners who enter at Columbus dur- 


ing the meeting which is scheduled for the 
game weeks as Buffalo and Goshen, both of 


which tracks are members of the grand cir- 
cuit. 
This is exactly In accordance with the pre- 


diction made in this column two weeks ago 


when the amendment was adopted. A more 
ill juéged act than to attempt to dictate to 
the owners of grand circuit performers as to 
the tracks on which their horses shall race 
at any given date cannot be imagined.

Wrinkles Are Ironed Out. 

The trouble was smoothed out four or five 
Gays ago in this wise: Instead of giving ten 
days of racing, five days during the week 
assigned by the grand circuit stewards to 
Buffalo and the other five during the week 
set apart for Goshen, Columbus will cut its 
meeting to eight days. Buffalo will give only 
three days and will take Monday, Tuesday, 
and Wednesday of the week assigned it. Co- 
lumbus will begin ws'riday of the same week, 
race that day and Saturday, and the next 
week give the other six days, thus allowing 
the horses that race at Buffalo a chance to 
get back west and fil: their dates at the Ohio 
town. f 

Of course, this arrangement entirely ignores 
the half mile track at Goshen, N. Y., which is 
owned by the estate of the late E. H. Harri- 
man and financed by it. The admission to the 
grand circuit of a haif mile track was gen- 
erally regarded by horsemen as a mistake. 
Their position, which is a good one, is that 
horses trained and raced over mile tracks 
will not do themselves justice overna half mile 
ring, and that to give them grueling races 
over a course of that pattern in the middle 
of the campaign probably would result ina 
large number of them being put out of com- 
mission. 

Hence it was not likely, even had Colum- 
bus not balked at the dates awarded it and 
announced an independent meeting the weeks 
of Buffalo and Goshen, that “the historic 
track,” which is a fine affair of its kind, would 
have received the cntries of many of the 
prominent stables and so, right at the start, 
there was trouble brewing. 

Goshen Worsted by Deal. 

Under the peace agreement the manage- 
ment of the Buffalo track is not worrying 
about. the success of its meeting but that 
Goshen has been pretty effectually blanketed 
is plain. H. S. Néailly, secretary of the 
Buffalo plant, saye the four early closing 
purses at his track have over 120 entrants, 
which is more than Detroit received for the 
same number of like events, the total at the 
Michigan town being about ninety. 

It should be stated, however, that from 
the looks of matters on the surface both 
tracks have been accepting ‘‘ compliment- 
ary *’ entries—which is to say that managers 
of large stables of trotters and pacers have 
been given the privilege of naming more 
than one horse in each event, with some 
understanding whereby not all the usual 
ané printed conditions in such affairs will 
be enforced.

Amount of servations recently made is 
Rest a behalf of the German army. 
Man Needs. Germans, as a people, long 
heve been regarded as & peo- 
ple open to convincing, scientific observa- 
tions, and deductions. In drilling, marching. 
and maneuvering its troops the German gov- 
ernment has discovered that in long marches 
especially no commissary will supply to 
troops the waste of carbohydrates without 
rest intervals. In this connection army ex- 
perts more than double the period in the 
scriptural injunction and have decided that 
after every three days’ marching the march- 
ers should have a full day's rest for recupera- 
tion. To keep an army column longer in 
heavy marching order is to weaken the 
physical forces of the soldiery.

Wei gh? bought the stone and by what 
country’s measurement, for 
in‘the world area there are twenty-one dif- 
ferent weights as prescribed for the carat, 
and not until France accepted 200  milli- 
grams as a carat weight has the - term 
“carat” ever meant anything to the dia- 
mond owner. 

Indicating how widely is this divergence in 
weight accepted, it may be said that the 
Arabian measure of the carat is greatest, 
weighing 234.6 milligrams, while the Bu- 
lognese stone is fixed at 188.5 milligrams. 
Here is a difference of 66.1 milligrams to the 
carat. In other countries, for example, the 
Dutch stone formerly weighed 206.00 millf- 
grams, now increased to 205.12; the French 
carat weighed 206.9 milligrams, and the Eng- 
lish carat weighs 205.400—a situation which 
long pointed to the futility of designating a 
stone by carat weight. 

In 1905 the international bureau of weights 
and measures proposed making the carat 
weight uniform within the territory covered 
by that body, and it was decided to try to 
make legislation equalizing the weight of a 
carat at just 200 milligrams. France is the 
first of the countries accepting the measure, 
and now that the rounded figures are so much 
under the weight of the, Dutch and English 
standards it may be expected that the sug- 
gestion of the international bureau wil! be 
cerried through to uniformity. 


Some of the British railroads have been ex-” 
perimenting in the recovery of lubricating 
oll from the cotton waste — 
used in the journal boxes of New Saving 
ear and locomotive trucks. for the 
The results of the experi- — : 
ments promise a new source 
of conservation in reilroad operation. 

John Schaffer as an authority, t@king a 
total of 10,240,462 of these journal boxes as 
a beeis, submits that each of these journals 
will consume thirty gallons of oll in a year. 
As container for the ofl, each journal box 
requires about five pounds of cotton waste 
tamped into it. Naturally in the course of 
time’ this waste becomes filled with flying 
sands and grits and dust and must be emptied, 
repacked, and again saturated. 

Taking sixty pounds of discarded waste in 
ali states of saturation, Mr. Schaffer put 
the waste under a press, squeezed it-dry of 
oil, and recovered from it seven gallons and 
one quart of clarified oil. Assuming that eight 
gelions of oil may be saved from each 100 
pounds of this packing waste, Mr. Schaffer 
says that British railroads might save 4,007,- 
784 gallons of oll yearly, valued at $1,360,000.

And 
for the comfort of any who may be similarly 
afflicted I can add that after carefully test- 
ing my apprehensions in a number of in- 
stances and proving to myself that they could 
not possibly mean anything I succeeded abso- 
lutely in exterminating the entire trait from 
my character. I think I can say now with- 
out undue boasting that I am “ not afraid of 
nothing.” There are things that scare me, 


but I have found out that there is nothing at 


all to nothing. 

Psychic research and the like may Go some 
good (nothing, I suppose, is impossible), but 
a lot of it certainly does do some harm. We 
have all those strange instances where 
a wife is Uepressed at 3 p. m. on Saturday 
and afterwards finds out that at that same 
hour her husband broke his leg; or how a 
friend has a horrible dream on July 7 and 
later discovers that his friend had an ear 
bitten off in Wolfville, Ariz., on the same 
date. 

Now, if you will sponge all this dream 
business ‘and premonition disease off from 
your mental slate and determine to indulge in 
no fear that has no sense to it, you will be 
both happier and wiser. 

The utter uselessness of premonitions is 
shownin this: That even if true they are of 
no help; they do not fortify us to meet calam- 
ity, but weaken us and render us feeble to 
resist misfortune. And if trouble is coming, 
the best way to meet it ls with a stout heart 
and a brain unfogged by the nonsense of 
dread.

Long before the B. P. O. E. came into ex- 
istence it was the custom of the Crow In- 
dians to gather the teeth. of the bull elk, and 
for half a century before the order of Elks 
was organized these teeth were used ae a 
medium of exchange with the Sioux, the lat- 
ter being as fond of eagle feathers. Thirty 
or forty years ago there was a brisk trade 
in these articles, the Crows buying feathers 
of the Sioux ard paying therefor in elk 
teeth, horses, hides, etc. Indian traders took 
bcth feathers and teeth in exchange for mer- 
chandise, but they had no value with the 
trader except that he exchanged them with 
the traders of the opposite Indian nation. 

In 1870 bull elk teeth could have been 
bought at 530 cents per peck. The le 
feather supply had become exhaueted. The 
Crows had all the elk teeth they wanted. 
Their women were adorned from head to 
foot. The necklaces of the men were fully 
ornamented and there was no further de- 
mand, hence the value fell to almost nothing. 

While the most of the elk from which those 
teeth were taken were shot by Indians, a 
large percentage of them were frozen to 
death and the teeth taken from the heads 
from one to ten years after. With few ex- 
ceptions the bull elk teeth now used as 
charms or emblems for members of the B. P. 
O. EB. were taken from elk twenty-five to 
fifty years ago. The writer has photographs 
of Crow Indian squaws showing $1,000 to 
$5.000 worth of bul elk teeth used for orfa- 
ments, which have been sold to dealers; 
through Indian agents throughout the north- 
west, during the last twenty-five years, and 
in the graves of Crows dead for half a cen- 
tury are not less than 300,000 such teeth, 
which will come to light when the white man 
comes into possession of their sacred ground, 
not sae years hence. ag

Underneath the object 
glass of the instrument is a small mirror 
arranged to cast a concentrated shaft of light 
upward and through theslide upon which the 
object rests. 

That smallest particle visible to the unaided

Paper Now Printed Without Ink: 


vanities of a London Man. 
By HOLLIS W. FIELD. 


BOUT two years ago a fugitive para- 
graph drifting in the English press 
had for its subject a possible ‘‘printing 
without ink,”’ 

Just mow a semi-technical London pubii- 
eation has succeeded in running down the 
author of the discovery and from him ft has 
the story of the experiment up to date. The 
man is Cecil Bem bridge, London address not 
given. We ask the reader especially to note 
this statement as to the missinmg address 
and to believe us when we say that abso- 
lutely beyond any shadow of eqgulvocation, 
we know no more of Mr. Bembriége and his 
discovery than that which we shall write of 
him and of his discovery, right here and 
now. Acceptance of this position on our 
part may save further inquirers both sta- 
tionery and postage. 

It was an accidental lead which Mr. Bem- 
bridge picked up in his discovery of inkless 
printing. It was about twelve years ago 
that, working in his laboratory with an elec- 
tric battery, he had spread a sheet of tin 
on the table and on the tin plate he had 


laid a plece of moist paper. The bare ends. 


ef the copper wires from his battery trailed 
@ver this sheet of wet paper which had stuck 
fast to the plate of tin.

Discovery an Accidental One. 

His experiment originally was to discover 
a certain electro-metallurgical action in con- 
nection with gold and for the purpose of the 
experiment he reached into his pocket for a 
gold coin. Ag he brought a handful of mis- 
cellaneous coins from his pocket, a gold piece 
slipped through his fingers, rolled upon the 
table and in catching at the coin, he clamped 
the sovereign upon one of the connecting 
battery wires and in firm contact with the 
moist paper. In the effort at stopping the 
coin, too, the other wire was pushed over 
until it lay in contact with the sheet of tin 


_ Then came the accidental discovéry. 


He reached for the coin and in picking tt 
up was surprised to find upon the moist 
paper an absolutely clear imprint of the coin 
in a brownish black. He describes the print 
as even clearer than if he had inked the 
coin end applied the inked surface to the 
paper by careful pressure. 

From the accidental impression of the gold 
coin Mr. Bembridge pursued the same test 
with silver and copper coins, in every case 
getting the sameresult. Theimprint was the 
same brownish black and always perfect, 
provided one battery wire rested on the coin 
and the other on the tin plate. If coins could 
make such an imprint, why not type? 

Following his own questionings he pro- 
cured a few Linotype lines of print, assembled 
them, and placed the type, face Gown, on a 
like sheet of moist paper resting upon a like 
sheet of tin. When the battery wires were 
connected with the type metal and with the 
tin sheet and current applied, every letter 
showed from the type lines without blur or 
blemish and in the same shade which had re- 
sulted in the experimente with the various 
coins. 

Taking a sheet of zinc in lieu of the tin, 
again the electrical influences brought the 
game general effect, though the crudest of 
hand methods were used in applying the type 
to the paper. Dry paper was not affected; 
moisture was required for the proper con- 
ductivity. Further experiments showed thet 
the positive pole was better applied to the 
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zinc plate, with the negative wire in contact 
with the type metal. Also it was proved that 
the heavier the ourrent the darker were the 


type lines,

Dry Paper Not Affected. 

After proving to his satisfaction that, re-« 
gardless of the pressure upon the paper in 
contact, the clearness of the lettering was 
satisfactory, Mr. Bembridge sought to dis- 
cover a chemical moistener for the paper 
which would give the jet black effect of ordi- 
nary printer’s ink and at the same time pre- 
serve the whiteness of the paper. 

The great trouble was io seoure perma- 
nency in the electrical imprint. Where per- 
manency appeared possible the cost of the 
process was abnormally above that of print- 
er’s ink. Time and again under the influence 
of air and light either the type disappeared 
by fading or the whole sheet of paper black- 
ened. 

For ten years Mr. Bembridge wrestled with 
the solution of bis problem. Today he an- 
nounces that everything is accomplished and 
proved, not only in the matter of a jet black 
print without ink, but asserts that he is able 
to print a newspaper in all the hues of the 
rainbow and with the one contact. 

As explained by Mr. Bembridge, his long 
searchings into chemical combinations for 
producing jet black prints 'ed him on into 
electro-pigmentary combinations producible 
by oxidizing processes. More than all of this, 
however, the assertion ls made that in treat- 
ing the white paper some of the cheapest of 
chemical elements serve the purpose admira- 
bly and at @ cost far below that of the costly 
printer’s inks. 

As to the presses for turning out the news- 
paper, they are greatly simplified, the ink 
troughs and rollers disappearing altogether. 
The stereotype plate is used and in position 
on the prese is thoroughly insulated below, 
while the roller gurface which guides the 
moist paper also is insulated. The paper 
rollers are connected with the positive mag- 
netic pole, while the stereotype piate is linked 
with the negative and from the electric power 
that runs the press the electro-chemical ac- 
tion is set up, making the imprint as desired 
upon the paper.

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THE CIGAR-BX 
LIMOUSINE 


By William B. Stout. 


S a plaything for your younger brother, 

a toy cracker box garage full of cigar 
box automobiles cannot be beaten if 
you want to make hima birthday or 
any other kind of present. 

Outside of this fact, however, on account 

of the peculiar motor that is used to drive it, 
the small motor car I am about to describe is 
interesting enough for any grown-up person, 
and I am sure the boys will be interested. 
“ I have shown the modele of a convenient 
gize so that the body can be cut out of ordi- 
nary cigar boxes, the drawings herewith 
showing two kinds. 

The larger complete drawing shows a 
limousine car with all the modern trimmings, 
the box being cut out with a fret saw or knife, 
as in the small sketch. After this is done, a 
strip of wood with the corner slanted off is 
tacked over the front end for the top of the 
hood Just to the rear of it a vertical piece 
with the window cut in it is fastened with 
small brads to form the dashboard and wind 
screen, the upper ends just fitting under and 
supporting the roof.

Wheels of Card Board. 

Im the proper places the seats are nailed 
crosswise, the front one having a back to it. 
Mica or isinglass is then glued back to the 
windows to make the model more realistic, or 
strips of real glass can be used. 

The wheels of these models are circles of 
stout cardboard, two ortwo anda half inches 
in diameter, having cork hubs glued at their 
centers, through which run axles of hairpin 
wire. *The rear axle rurs through tvo little 
strips of tin which extend down from the sides 
of the car (V).

If you care to arrange your model so that 
you can wind it up and haveit run a consider- 
able distance from its own stored up power, it 
is not so much of a job as one might imagine 
to attach a rubber band power phant with a 
shaft drive and friction gear, as shown ip 
Figs. 2 and 8. 

In the first place, there is the rear axle to 
which we attach a small wheel (FP), slipping a 
small rubber binder around it to give it a frio- 
tion surface. This wheel is fastened tight to 
the rear axle by a small screw (a), filed flat at 
the point, which screws down tightly against 
the shaft and holds it, the flat head coming 
flush with the rim of the wheel so that the 
rubber band outside will nt over. If the wheel 
tends to slip a flat place may be filed on the 
rear axle, which in this case should be made 
of fairly stout wire instead of hatpin or hair- 
pin. 

Pressing against this rubber friction sur- 
face is a flat wheel (D) cut out of thin wood 
and giued as accurately as possible to a cen- 
tral tube (T) rolled up of paper around a lead 
pencil and several thicknesses thick, this 
forming the shaft around which the wheel 
will rotate.

Adjusting the Rubbers.

Now, @s8 to “the making’’ of John C. 
Stubbs, who is to retire as the first “ director 
of traffic’’ Usted as a railroad depariment 
official. : 

He was born at Ashland, 0., May 31, 1847. 
At 22 years old hé became 4 freight clerk in 
the office of the Pan Handle road at Colum- 
bus, O., and when his chief, General Freight 
Agent Smith, went to Sacramento as general 
freight agent for the Central Pacific, he took 
young Stubbs with him. He became chief 
clerk of the Sacramento office in 1870 and in 
1873 became assistant general freight agent 
for the System. In 1889 he was made third 
vice president of the Southern Pacific and 
ite leased lines and with his office took the 
title of traffic manager. June 18, 1901, Mr. 
Stubbé became a traffic director of the 16,000 
miles of road under the Harriman system. 

“What was that first important assign- 
Ment I ever had?” repeated Mr. Stubbs. “It 
éame from my old general manager, A. A. 
Towne, and it called for my best judgment. 
I went to Mr. Towne and asked himif he had 
any, instructions for me. He looked up im- 
pressisvely. ‘ Not one,’ he answered, slowly. 
‘Go over there And do your best—and just 
remember that I am going to stand behind 
you whatever you do!*”’ 

Can you imagine a better first lesson in the 
making of a man? 


% * 
Judgment Called Into Play.” 
When John C. Stubbs first became a figure 
in the Pacifie railroads they were compara- 
tively small, yet still building. As traffic 
managé? Mr. Stubbs’ advice had something 
to do with determining where they should 
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‘puild. It devolved upon himtoshow why. In 
calling his judgment into play he had the 
confidence of the railway kings of the west In 
person. Huntington, Hopkins, Crocker, and 
Stanford were prepared to “stand behind 
him.” They prepared to “ stand behind him ”’ 
for the reason that Stubbs knew. And the 
Stubbs stimulant in aggressiveness was the 
knowledge that his road's owners would back 
him up! 

But I would ask here, in an age of enor- 
mous corporations under the most highly 
organized rule of rote, are they “ making 
Stubbses?”’ I don’t believe they are. And, 
more than this, I believe that an uncon- 
fessed chief reason for Mr. Stubbs’ willing- 
ness to retire next April lies in the fact that 
the initiative and aggressiveness through 
which Mr. Stubbs achieved his success have 
been taken away from him in this transition 
stage in which the railways find themselves. 
As an example in proof: 

Mr. Stubbs was telling me of the time when 
the eastbound traffic from the Pacific coast 
country largely was wheat. He was com- 
paring that period with the present, when 
fruits make up such an enormous percentage 
of the shipments eastward. Last year, ina 
trip to Sacramento, he attended a dinner at 
which were a number of old@ timers, and he 
asked them if they remembered the first ship- 
méht of a car of raisins eastward. Several 
of the men present thought they knew. But 
they didn't. 

* k 
How Raisin Rate Was Fixed. 

‘The first crop/of raisin grapes was raised 
by ‘Old Man Briggs,’ at Davis, thirteen miles 
from Sacramento,’’ said Mr. Stubbs. ‘‘ He 
came to me one day and said, ‘ I’ve got a car- 
load of raisins ready to ship east. What 
are you going to charge me on the hundred 
pounds? ’ 

“I knew the old man was preparing that 
crop,*’ said Mr. Stubbs, ‘‘but I hadn't thought 
a moment about what the freight rate would 
be. I asked him, ‘ What can you afford to 
pay?’ He thought a moment and said, ‘I 
can pay $1.75.’ ‘Then that’s the rate,’ said 
I, and sat down and wired our connecting 
lines east that I had made that rate on that 
car.” 

Mr. Stubbs thought a moment. 
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“At that time~ he sald, “ California and 


the west were eating Smyrne reisins, im- 


ported at New York, and the freight On 100 
pounds to the coast was $3 even. Was that 
‘charging al] the trafic would bear?’ Did 
it evet occur to you that virtually the only 
business in the country that can’t ‘ charge 
all the traffic will bear’ ie the business of 
the transportation companies? It is true— 
it was true then and it is true now. It must 
continue to betrue. When thegrower, manu- 
facturer, and middleman are charging all that 
the trade will bear the transportation com- 
panies must stop short of it, inevitably.” 


x 
Hig Word Accepted as Authority. 


We dropped the subject there. In recent 
years Mr. Stubbs has been a railroad au- 
thority who has had to be reckoned with by 
the interstate commerce commission. He 
can make a speech when he needs to, or 
wishes to. He is credited by every one who 
knows him with knowing what he Is talk- 
ing about. And when the question of the 
Harriman combination was under fire in 
the epring of 1909, John C. Stubbs was the 
Harriman expert spokesman for the com- 
bination along the trafic side of the argu- 
ments, 

For John C. Stubbs In his time was a rate- 
maker. There have been old railroad heads 
east of the Missouri river who have charged 
Stubbs with being the hardest ratemaker 
that ever dictated terms. To quote one of 
them: 

a. Stubbs has dictated the transcontinental 
rates for years with a power and an abso- 
lutism that perhaps no other man in the 
world ever attempted to exert. His system 
was simple. He would sit down and figure 
that freight could be carried from San Fran- 
cisco to New York for $1.67 a hundred pounds. 
It did not matter to him that Chicago was 
the eastern terminus of the system. Hav- 
ing reached $1.67 as the transcontinental 
rate, he might shove 82 cents across the 
table toward the Lake Shore, the Pennsyl- 
vania, or the Baltimore and Ohio—more 
often the last named road—with the remark, 
‘ That's your share; take it or leave it.’ And 
they took it.’’ 

I didn’t ask Mr. Stubbs if this were true. 
I knew that every former ratemaker for 
every railroad in the country has been under 
questionings not Only by the interstate com- 
merce commission, but by state commissions 
as well. Everybody knows that these old 


ilroad Man of the Old School. 


_ time ratemakers have suffered restrictiona 


Traffic directors who once had the pick of 
the country for building into are finding 
the states and territories streaked with rail 
lines and out into cross sections. State 
agricultural colleges are telling the people 
of the several sections of the several states 
just what they would. better raise on certain 
soils. Since the introduction of trrigation 
and the cutting up of the vast cattle ranges 
of the west and northwest the opening of the 
vast “new countries’ to the railroads is 
over. The real pioneering in railroading is 
over.

Office Now an Institution. 

Which explains to me why it is that the 
active, aggressive, efficient director of traffic 
of the Harriman lines is ready and willing 
to lay down his office to another man. For 
Mr. Stubbs insists that the office of director 
of traffic is an institution which will con- 
tinue with the great railroadsystems. While 
he will not admit that there are frictions 
and animosities between state and national 
governments and the railroads, he says that 
there are misunderstandings which will be 
wiped away within fewer years than many 
people think. 

“The country cannot exist without the 
railroads and the railroads cannot exist with- 
out the country,” is his philosophy in brief. 
Further, he says that«not the greatest mon- 
opoly that ever existed can afford to have 
the ill will of the great genera) public which 
it expects to serve. 

What is this office of traffic director? you 
ask. It is the office for bringing the rallroad 
and the railroad’s constituericy into closest 
business touch. Grow something—manufac- 
ture something—mine something—and let us 
carry the stuff to the markets foryou. That 
is the proposition of the traffic director. 

When Mr. Stubbs in 1901 assumed this office 
of director of traffic for the 16,000 miles of 
Harriman system, experienced railroad men 
said he had taken on more than one man 
could hope to do. But tn the organization 
of the office Mr. Stubbs has had branch traffic 
headquarters at Portland, Ore.; San Fran- 
cisco, Salt Lake City, Houston, Tex.; Omaha, 
and New Orleans These offices have been 
in direct touch with more or less localized 
portions of the Harriman roads. With his 
own headquarters In Chicago, Mr. Stubbs 
has received reports from these sectional 
headquarters, visited them and reported for 
the whole system to the directors.

VERY one is interested inevitably in 

any scheme which promises him a 

speedy deliverance from the caller 

who has come inon a vain mission, but 

who having got In, appears to deserve 

alittle better fate than throwing out of the 
office bodily.

| Does Your House Need Painting? 
Then Don’t Delay Work Longer. 


- By GUIDO D. JANES. 


ITH good paint selling for $1.80 a 
gallon and linseed oil for 98 cents, 
the question naturally arises, shall 
the house be painted this spring? 
It can be answered by saying yes if 

it needs it at all. 

No matter if the price is up, the house still 
bas to stand out in the weather, andif it goes 
any longer without painting its value will 
depreciate in wear and tear fully 5 percent, @ 
gum sufficient to paint it three or four times 
over. 

A few pointers on paints right here will be 
in order. Ali paints, or most of them, are 
ground in linseed oll, and ali good paints have 
linseed ofl inthem. It followe then that lin- 
seed oll plays a most important part in the 
paint industry. So when the stuff soars way 
up to a fancy figure the paint dealer is placed 

in a peculiar position. But what made the 
rise in value? 

In the Dakotas and Minnesota most of the 
flaxseed is raised. Linseed oil ie made from 
the flaxseed. The year of 1910 was dry, espe- 
cially in and near the Dakotas. Crops failed 
and a half to a third crop only was realized. 

Then linseed oil climbed from 50 cents to 60; 
then higher, until now it is nearly $1. Paint 
also soared and is now higher than it has been 
since the war. To offset this shortage the 
linseed manufacturers looked abroad for a 
supply of flaxseed. Argentina raising about 
the most and nearer home sent away over 
80,000,000 bushels, a majority of which came 


into this country. With freight rates mers 


and a tariff to pay, it is little wonder that the 
value of paints has not gone still higher. 
s * 
Opening for Substitutes. 

Naturally when these large values were 
placed on to the commodities the market be- 
came flooded with a substitute for linseed oil. 
Advertising spaces in both daily papers and 
the trade journals became filled with substi- 
tute oil advertisements, and offered to the 
public for a much smaller figure. Many ad- 
vertisers were honest in their convictions; 
many were not. But the result was that gal- 
lons of it ware disposed of, and now the harv- 
est of poor results is being gathered. The 
paint is washing off in the rains or curling up. 
and chippihg off in the sun. It cannot stand 
up under the strain of a varied climate. 

These substitutes for linseed oils are numer 
ous, but the bulk of them are made from 
petroleum and are called dope oil. This dope 
oil mixes after a fashion with the ground col- 
ors, if thoroughly mixed, but when applied 
to the house lacks the gloss and body that lin- 
seed oil gives it, and offers little resistance to 
rain or snow. Small wonder for this, either, 
because all paints are ground in pure linseed 
oil, and having absorbed this oil to a certain 
degree, and then come in contact with a cheap 
petroleum, there is a clash. A sort of curd- 
ling takes place, and the component parts of 
the paint do not hang together. 

In all fairness to the honest substitutes for 
linseed, it can be said that they are successful 
to the initiated. Such oils as made from soya 
bean, china wood, fish, and corn, when scien- 
tifically mixed with linseed oil work well and

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Unique Map Made for Aviators.

VIATION has made such advances 
within the last year that it now takes 
rank with yachting and automobiling 
in that special maps, maps for air- 
men only, have been published. 

The aviator’s map, the only complete one 
in existence, was published in Paris a short 
time ago, was drawn up by the army ge0o- 
graphical department and is evidence of the 
the value set upon aeroplanes by the French 
war office. The new map was drawn to 
silence the complaints of the airmen who ce- 
clared that previous maps were incomplete 
and were little better than useless in the 
London Mail flight from Paris to the eastern 
frontier.

light for a low elevation, dark for @ high 
one; cifies and towns stand outinred. Wind 
mills church towers, factory chimneys, tele- 
graph wires. and even tall and isolated trees 
are indicated much in the same way as are 
Nghthouses on a mariner’s map. Spots where 
it is dangerous to land owing to the uneven 
land are marked with red crosses for the air- 
man to avoid. It is proposed to continue the 
work and map the entire country of France 
in this way for the benefit of pleasure seek- 
ing airmen and for the government’s con- 
venience as well.

Death Not Worst Fate. 

But death in the coal mines is by no means 
the worst fate of the miner. He may be 
hopelessly crippled in a score of waya. Ané 
of the two classes of Pennsylvania mines, 
the anthracite beds take the great toll of 
death and disability, in spite of the fact that 
the anthracite productivon is herdly half that 
of the bituminous mines. 


Reducing reports to concrete figures, of 


those 171,19 men who worked 205 daya in 
1908, working the anthracite mines, 867 men 
were killed and 1,084 were injured in varying 
degree. The total output by these men was 
81,050,158 short tonsa. 

Of the 185,921 miners in the bituminous 
mines, 506 men were killed and 1,126 were in- 
jured. The bituminous production was 187,- 
066,791 tona. 

When it is remembered that gases and ex- 
Plosive coal dust are two of the greatest

There is nothing that makes so great’ s 
difference in the appearance as the arrange- 
ment of the hafr, arid if this is true of a young 
Gif 1 1s ton times as true of an elderly oF 
even old woman. 

No possible frame for the face eoula add 
greater dignity to the countenance or. do 
more to soften the- lines of age than white 
hair or even iron gray hair. 

Now,. because a. woman is old is no reason 
that she should twist her hair in a hacd knot 
on the back of her head or brush it straight 
back unbecomingly from the face. She can 
wear any modish coiffure, always provided 
that it is not extreme or In any way grotesque 
or bigarre. 

As a general rule the pompadour fs becom- 
ing to all elderly women, for the word pom- 
padour covers quite a variety of hairdressing. 

Fortunately there are several kinds of pom- 
padours—the soft, loose one, that 80 fittingly 
frames the face of the thin, slender- woman; 
then the high arrangement of the-tresses that 
adds dignity to a face too full for symmetry.

Money Market Appreciably Affected. 


The latest estimate of the money carried from the 
United States since Prince Jerome Bonaparte married 
“Betty” Patterson muy easily be placed at $1,000,000,- 

In 1907 Henry Clews made a statement in which he 
gaid: .“I think $900,000,000 of wealth ‘has been taken 
out of this country by the marriages of American girls 
with foreigners. Undoubtedly the withdrawal of this 


enormous sum has an appreciable effect on the money - 
market.” Since that time some of America’s greatest | 


heiresses have taken across the seas easily a hundred 
million more. 

In Miss Patterson’s case it was not the fault of an 
ambitious mother. Elizabeth Patterson dreamed that 
because Napoleon Bonaparte had raised himself to the 
throne he would countenance the marriage of his broth- 
er with the daughter of the people of an alien land. 
She brought with her only $100,000. What a pitiful 
sum it seems now in comparison with the vast amounts 
since paid for more dubious titles attached to the names 
perhaps of even greater scoundrels than the afterward 
King of Westphalia! 

In addition to the big fortunes which well known 
American families have paid to marry into the noble 
families of Europe, at least 300 comparatively unknown 
young American girls with dots of from $50,000 to 
$750,000 have married men with more or less obscure

Price of Titles Drop In Bucket. 

The aggregate of the dollars which these mistaken 
young women paid for the empty honors was over 
$800,000,000. This immense sum is not all in the shape 
of doweries, for, in most cases, the actual money given 
for the title has been only a drop in the bucket to what 
has been spent subsequently by them. 

It is estimated that the dowager Duchess of Mari- 
borough, for example, expended $1,000,000 in restoring 
Blenheim castle.

The younger daughter married 
Prince Polignac, who in time left her a happy widow 
with all the noble family of her late husband devoted 
to her and her dollars. Even the widow of Isaac Singer 
took the fortune left her by her husband to the most 
popular market for American securities and married 
Duc de Campo Selice.

Arranging Marriage Never a Duty. 


“The girl who has been reared in an atmosphere of 
love, obedience, and respect for her parents will prove 
herself the dutiful daughter and will give up the un- 
desirable young man. She will listen to her parents 
in regard to her marriage as she has listened to them 
during al) her life in regard to her minor affairs. While 
it is the duty of parents to prevent the marriage of 
their children in such extreme eases, it is never their 
duty or privilege to arrange marriages for taem. The 
mother who has her daughter’s confidence wil! never 
need to find a husband for her. That kind of a girl is 
sought for by the right kind of man and need not ‘ look 
for a husband.’” 

Mrs. Frank R. McMullin of Highland Park expressed 
the opinion that where -ae question of rhoney enters in, 
all the sanctity of matrimony is ‘lost. “ Parents who 
desire moneyed matches for their children should force 
themselves to do nothing more than hope,” she said. 
“They should never barter their sons and daughters. 
This idea of selling your child into a family of wealth 
in order to gain for her position In society and riches 
to keep up a splendid establishment with no thought ot 
care for her affections is all wrong. If parents find 
their daughters ready to sell themeelves to the titled 
foreigner simply for the position they will acquire, it 
is the duty of the parents tO stop the affair at once. 
On no account should a girl marry for anything but 
love. 

“Parents cannot live their children’s lives. A mother 
would be willing to offer herself a sacrifice for either 
son or daughter, but this fs impossible. Each musi 
live for himself alone, ani children should be taught 
early in life that character counts for more than wealt? 
or position. If wealthy parents find their son in love 
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S the American custom of giving daughtere 
the freedon of their matrimonial choice 
wise? Of course, say the daughters 
Have the parents a right to interfere with 
th:.t choice? That depends, say the same 
daughters. 

Whether or not the mothers or the fa- 
thers of daughters upon whom the germ 
of love has begun its havoc have the right to admin- 
ister an anti-toxin has been fought out in many a house- 
hold. The discussion, however, almost wholly is indi- 
genous to the American family, for it is only in the 
American family that the daughter's right to her own 
choice of a life partner has obtained in its widest 
sense. Once in a great while some princess of the 
blood, a bit braver than her sisters, has risen in 
righteous wrath and refused to unite her Hfe with 
that of a man who was distasteful to her. But these 
are the exceptional cases, so-exceptional in truth, as to 
be marked spots in history. 

But the points of emphasis in America have been 
those showing the reverse of the question, and the well 
known families of the country have contributed Hberal- 
ly to the stories of sensational elopement because some 
audacious parent has dared voice an opinion in this 
matter. When this happens all the other American 
parents grin, inwardly, and say ‘Serves ’em right. Why 
didn’t they keep their fingers out of that pie and let 
her do as they did before her?’ Precedent ever saad- 
ows.

America Country of Divorces. 


Yet with all of its freedom of choice, and with all 
of its standard of comradeship between the boy and the 
girl which makes for this freedom, America stands be- 
fore the world today as the country of divorces. Why? 
Is it the fault of the freedom? Would the parents 
choose more wisely if the mating of their daughters 
rested in their hands? Is the old world method of 
selection the better after all? 


“No!” say the daughters to all of these questions. 


And to this emphatic “no” they make but one excep- 
tion—that of morals. 


“Do I think parents have the right to interfere in 
their daughters’ choice of a life partner?’ questioned 
Miss Wilhelmina Manierre, a debutante‘of the last win- 
ter. Miss Manierre in truly feminine fashion answered 
the query with a question. “I should say not.” And 
the emphasis placed upon “not” proved she meant what 
she said. 


“The average girl old enough to be introduced to so- 
ciety is old enough to know whom she wishes to marry. 
Maybe her choice may not seem so wise, always, as 
her parents might have wished, but just as deep affec- 
tion sometimes is blind so also sometimes deep affec- 
tion is able to find the promise of a future in a man 
which for the present lies hidden. Unless a girl is 
crazily infatuated there really seems no reason why 
parents should interfere. If she has lost her mental 
balance—-for that is what a cragzy infatuation really 
amounts to—there are many tactful ways in which par- 
ents may handle her case. The trouble with this kind of 
girl is that discipline fails where persuasion or guiding 
may win. 


“Evéry boy and girl passes through stages of infatua- 
tion—Dut they soon recover. Where, however, a real 
love awakens a girl’s heart I am not sure but the win- 
ning of the man she loves—even if that love proves 
unworthy—is worth more to her future life than the 
agony of setting it aside. Always it remains her ideal 
—seldom does she find the love of another satisfying. 
In either case it means unhappiness to her—why not 
let her live her own life?”

Faults in European Method. 


“ Buropean marriages? O, dear no. What can court- 
ship mean when young people often see each other .for 
the first time after they are betrothed? And marriage 


And affection demanJe ite own, Over there a breaking 
of a home means nothing, for there is no one to care— 
not even the two most vitally concerned. Here divorce 
seemingly is the only solution to marital unrest. There 
it ian’t even necessary, for most of the married men and 
women expect to go on flirting just the same as before. 

“No, except in the exceptional cases—-and always 
there are exceptions to prove a rule-—-the average sen- 
sible girl chooses sensibly. Parents have a right to 
interfere only when a question of morals is at stake. 
As for me—with these few exceptions—I would marry 
whom I pleased.” 

But here comes a girl—Miss Marie Dorothea Buh- 
mann—educated under the guidance of the Sisters of 
Mercy and an active worker among the alumne of St 
Patrick's academy—who wonders whether after all the 
method of Germany, where marriages are “ arranged,” 
and the ways of Ireland, where sometimes young peo- 
ple first learn of their betrothal when the banns are 
published, are not quite as satisfactory as our Ameri- 
can method.

Happiness the Thing Sought. 


“Our marriages result in many divorces,” says Miss 
Buhmann. “Does this not prove that the freedom of 
choice given the American girl as often betrays her 
into unhappiness as does the older method? Happiness, 
after all, is the thing for which we seek. The Euro- 
pean marriages often result in great devotion and hap- 
piness. Seldom is there a divorce. In the event of 
marriage, no matter what the method of choice, does it 
not mean the adjustment o: two people reared in a 
wholly different manner, by wholly different parents, 
under wholly different conditions? Always there must 
be this adjustment. 

* Moreover, I am not so sure that love always guides 
tne choice of the American girl any more than it does 
of the European girl. I once had among my friends a 
frantically popular girl. She had the choice of any 
of the young men of.her acquaintance when it came to 
the question of marriago. Finally she did choose. 


“* How did you uo it? I asked her in the spirit of fun. 


“*Simply by the process of elimination,” she an- 
swered. 


“ Perhaps,” continued Miss Buhmann, “this meant the 
‘survival of the fittest’ after ali, but the real, heart de- 
vouring romances of life, I believe, are rare. And that 
is not cynicism, either, for history has proven that the 
heart devouring romance carries agony in its wake 
many a time. : 


“1 do not believe that the European method ¢ould ob- 
tain here, of course, for filial devotion is stronger in 
Burope than it is here. We love our parents jusj as 
deeply no doubt, as the European children do, but we 
have been reared from childhood to think for ourselves 
—and we usually do it.”

Parents’ Right to Guide Choice. 


“O!” said Miss Isatel Chandler, “I don't believe in 
the European method at all, but, really, I haven't given 
either method much thought. I suppose if the time 
comes for me to make a choice I shall do as most 
American girls have done before me. Personally I do 
not believe that ‘ interference’ on any question ever 
gains a paint for the one who is interfering, but I do 
believe that the parent has a right to guide a daughter 
in her choice of a husband if she will be guided. The 
happiness of a daughter is a vital question to a parent. 
And there are two points of view of her happiness. If 
interference with her choice means the wrecking of her 
life then itis wrong. If by persuasion they can swerve 
her from a choice whicu they, in their older knowledge 
see must spell disaster from the beginning, then bak is 
right for them to interfere.” 


“This is a question of which I should not talk,” said 
Miss Kathleen Herely, “for it is one upon which I have 
strong opinions. To me it is dreadful] for girls to go 
headstrong into marriage and assume they know more 
than their parents, for infatuation often leads a girl 
to desire marriage which, later, she can see would 
not have been wise. But to me there is but one ground 
for interference on the part of parents in the matri- 
monial choice of their children—that of morals, 


“We are saying a great deal today about the girls 
of wealth who marry foreigners of title merely for posi- 
tion.

Present Day “ Interference” of Parents. 


“If a young man of wealth calls upon her do her 
parents object, no matter what his morals? No. But 
if a young. man of no means, however worthy -his life 
has been, calls upon her, do the parents object? Yes—or 
at least immediately tney begin to warn the daughter 
against a possible affection. This interference is wrong. 
It has no basic principle. The girl pays the penalty 
when she listens to these warnings and turns froni 
the man of no means—if she loves him-—to the man of 
wealth, moral or not.”

Evenings the visitor may look for him at the tea 
rooms.

Schadchen Found in Many Guises. 


Often he may be found occupied as a schoched, a 
Talmudist versed in the Mosaic laws for killing cattle 
or preparing kosher meat.

Fading in the trail of the times is the rec- 
ollection of the olf “ phaeton house ’’ which 
oceupled the center of Oakwood boulevard, 
east of Cottage Grove and on thé brink of 
Drexel boulevard. This was eae picturesque 
stone and ivy grown villa, where hundreds 
weuld watt Sunday afternoons for the quiet 
and conservative pleasure of riding te V/ash- 
ington park via phaeton.

To speak of ‘“‘reign’’ in this conneetion, 
by the way, is by the courtesy and permis 
sion of “Big Jim’ Crane, the police guardian 
of the corner and the official who has watched 
the passage of events yearafter year, mixing 
into things when either his force or diplo- 
macy was proper and desirable. There are 
plenty of grown men who nourish a respect 
for “Big Jimi” first acquired during school 
boy depredations., Although his mustache 
is tinged with gray, he is still the main« 
spring of authority at the junction. It fs 
said he censors the list of accredited loungers 
so closely that those he might find unwel- 
come go ae long way ‘round. 

Once strolling one ring circuses with 
balloon ascensiona, fire eaters, card 
magidians, and other fakers made the cor 
ners their Mecca. Steady in competition 
was the Salvation army, the little circle of 
kneeling missionaries generally coming first 
fn the contest of popularity. 

In the later ’90s a “‘ music hall" wae cre- 
ated out of a livery stable near the angie, 
and its rack of photographs invited the 
world weary to step inside, order something 
at a white table, and hearken to the coon 
shouters and juggling prodigies of the period, 
The theater had been converted into a billlara 
hall long before the incursion of moving 
picture temples. however.

‘The vacation school idea is not a new one. 
The seed was sown eight years ago in New 
York City end has bloomed im a dozen great 
cities since, and in Chicago especially, where, 
in 1900, elght schools were crowded daily 
with poor children. The Schools arose from 
three causes: Idle children in the poorer sec- 
tions of the city, idle churches, and Wile 
theological. students. 

During the months of July and August 
children whose parents are at work all day 


roam about the street of a neglected com-. 


munity, in conipany with children who have 
no parents, readily to do anything if there is 
some excitement or amusement init. Some 
older head—just old enough to be a trial to 
the officer on the beat—may sometimes-put 
himself at the head of such a band of idle 
children and cause great mischie& which too 
often leads to the courts. Then, too, with no 
one to care for them, they become slovenly 
and slatternly, which is but another way of 
saying that they spread diseese. It was 
not to conserve these ‘children tMNat the 
schools were started, but rather to prevent 
geome of them from going to waste. In this 
the vacation schools have succeeded admira- 
bly. 

In 1908 there were cight of these schools 
situated in the most needy sections of the 
city, with a total enrollment of 2,300 pu-

pils, in the second week of July. The school- 
rooms were usually in the churches that were 
idle @uring the summer months A list of 
those then in operation, with their locations, 
is given below: 

North side—Moody church, La Salle and 
Chicago avenues; Olivet institute, Vedder 
and Penn streets; Bethesda Congregational 
church, 1225 Clybourn avenue. 

West side—Association house, 2150 West 
North avenue; Cathedral of St. Peter and St. 
Paul, 117 North Peoria street; Institutional 
church, 1986 South Halsted street, and at 
Lincoln Street Methodist Episcopal church, 
1851 West Twenty-second place. 

South side—Oury mission, 3606 South Hal- 
sted street; African Methodist Episcopal 
church, 8825 Dearborn street, and at Central 
Chinese mission, 297 South Clark street. 

The teaching corps in these schools con- 
sists of forty-five persons, nearly all of whom 
are theological students from the various 
local universities. They accept the work out 
of sympathy for the movement and for prac- 
tice, their pay being only sufficient to defray 
their living expenses during the six weeks 
term. 

The teaching fn the schools is molded 
along sensible lines. The first principle taught 
is cleanliness, and this means not only physi- 
cal cleanliness but purity of thought and ex- 
pression as well. This latter is brought about 
by simple stories selected from the Bible and 
made clear to every child. Along with these 
two great influences they are taught the ru- 
dimentary requirements of good citizenship 
and instructed in Chicago’s government, by 
the self-government plan.

, quill and crow quill pens, the odd inks and

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Secondarily it is a museum, a collection of 
writing materials and products from all ages 
But primarily it is a work- 


gold leaf, the ancient iron ruler. The collec- 
tion itself is unique, showing many utensils 
that exist nowhere else in the world today. 

There are many samples of the Roman and 
Greek stylus, one in particular a finely carvéa 
ivory specimen, green with age; anothér 
bears a deeply scratched “ X,” showing that 
it belonged to one of the early Christians 
of about the second century, A. D. One 
of the instruments that is unique is an old 
iron ruler, one end dull pointed, the other 
rounded for erasure. These rulers were used 
by the monks to make dull brown lines across 
the parchment to guide their writing, and a 
600 year old bit of vellum lies in the case, 
thus ruled, and never written upon. The 
iron ruler itself was found in a junk shop 
in Florence, and it is probably the only speci- 
men in existence today. 

The bit of vellum could tell strange tales 
were it able tospeak. Why was it never used 


in all these 600 years, when vellum was 
worth ten times its weight in gold? Was it 
forgotten in a dark corner of the scriptorium 
of some monastery? Or did the filuminator 
rule it for some bit of psalm or prayer, then 
changing his mind, lay it by for future use; 
and year by year watch it grow tinged with 
yellow, day by day expect to use it, and 
finally leave it between the pages of some 
ancient tome as he left the monastery for 
ever? 

Another uniqué article that one would 
never see elsewhere in the world ig an old 


English inkhorn that was probably in use 


when the Black Prince won Poitiers m 1346. 
In one end of it the ihk was carried; this end 
tnscrewed and also held some sand, which 
was used in piace of blotting paper. In the 
other end the pens were carried, and there is 
still an old, dried up quill pen there, as an- 
cient as the inkhorn itself. 

On the next shelf are some curious instru- 
ments for making quill pens, looking not un- 
iike cigar cutters. These pens had to be 
made carefully, and before the instruments 
were invented, several hundred years ago, 
each quill pen cost 7 shillings, or $1.75 each. 
There are several of the instruments in the 
collection, beautifully made, and with all 
manner of sliding blades for cutting the 
quill and shavingit. Hanging on the walls of 
the museum are eancient pictures and dia- 
gitams, showing how to cut quills with « 
knife; and curious they are, too. 

All this, however, is only a part of the col- 
lection. Beside all manner of writing imple- 
ments and drawing tools from Roman days 
down, the museum contains manuscripts from 
all countries. There are ancient books from 
Spain, France, Ireland, Persia, all done dur- 
ing bygone ages, and one of the finest collec- 
tions extant of photographs of the famous 
* Book of Kells,’ the ancient Irish copy of 
the gospels done about the year 580 A. D. 
One of the most interesting and valuable of 
all is the copybook of a celebrated writer 
and illuminator of Nuremburg, done in his 
cwn hand in the fourteenth century. 

The owner of this “ museum of writing ” 
spends several months each year in the old 
monasteries and libraries of Europe study- 
ing and copying the ancient manuscripts. 
Part of the museum is a truly magnificent 
series of photographs and copies of the most 
celebrated old works made by the owner 
himself. This museum, with its old books. 
manuscripts, and writing materials has often 
been requested for exhibition tn France 
and other countries of Europe, for much of 
the collection can never be duplicated, while 
the work of the owner himself is known in 
ever library and monastery of the old world.

Another Striking Proof of Remy Supremacy 
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Mystic S Landscapes of the 
Twilight Moods of Nature. 


By Harriet Monroe. 


Twelve landscapes by Bolton Coit Brown 
at O'Brien's gallery introduce to ue a painter 
of rare and exquisite quality. Mr. Brown 
is a Californian, who gave up a professorship 
at Stanford university in order to devote 
himeelf to art. A singularly refined instinct 
for subtieties of tone had been strengihened 
by loving study of Japanese color harmonies, 
and Mr. Brown brought to his new work the 
temperament of a dreamer, almost of a mys 
tic, united with a certain scientific orderli- 
nese, From the first he was in his superlative- 
ly quiét way, original. He saw nature through 
his own eyes, chose for hie art her veiled and 
twilight moods, and spirftualized her with a 
kind of delicate symbollem. His method 
passes over details to distill the essence out 
of a scene, his pictures are like attar of roses— 
Fichly perfumed, profoundly significant, the 
dew drip of a million flowers. Their beauty 
is haunting, poetic, full of music. It ie like 
Chopin’s rhapeodies, played by a master in a 
a@imly lighted spacious room. 

Sometimes Mr. Browne’s sense of the human 
significance of nature is expressed in et 
tomlike figures—not so much men and wome 
as presences magically incarnate out of wood- 
Jand or pool or mist. 


--fhetwo dim nudes in ‘“‘ Moonlight Bathers ” 


may be tmages of mortal women, but more 
probably they are exhalations, the breath of 
the night, seen to be blown away. In 


'“ Youth * the wraith of a girl is still more 


elusive, and usittally the actual living pres- 
ence is omitted: Fields and trees, pools and 
cloude are sufficiently alive. 

*“ Silver Lake,”’ “‘ Seneca Lake,”’ “ Opales- 
eent Night,” and two or three other pictures 
are exact enough to be mere realism—literal 
impressions of the rich old earth at certain 
megic moments—were they not also some- 
thing more—the high imaginings of a mind 
haunted by the beauty of the world and pos- 
sessed more than most of us with a sense of 
the deep repose, the vast serenity of nature.

The pictures by Louis Kronberg at Rien- 
herdt’s are portrait studies in oil and pastel, 
two or three nudes and fanciful subjects, in- 
teriors with ballet girls, ete. 

At his best this artist has fine sympathy 

and a delicate touch, and the depth and airi- 
_gpess of his interiors remind one of Tarbell. 
“All of these qualities are shown in “‘ The 
“Wistt "—an evangelizing ol6 lady talking to 
two nice little ballet girls—in which the odcly 
eontrasting figures are not overdramatized 
but handled samely, graciously, and with just 
a@ fine touch of humor. 
"The Kimono” and “ Mending. Ballet

In the New Gallery a more familiar genre 
painter; ‘Walter M. Clute of this city, is ex- 
hibiting twelve interiors and two landscapes. 

Mr. Clute’s technic is becoming more sure, 
though nothing in thie show quite reaches 
the quality of his two pictures in the Western 
Artists’ exhibition. He likes to paint children 
and girls and mothers at home. and he treats 
with sweet and tender sympathy’s subject 
Which might easily be| sentimentalized into 
mawkishness. But if he escapes this danger 
his pictures are not always free of prosiness. 
His style is a ttle reavy, his eyes too literal;

Chicago so far does not 
use as many of the speckled birds asare used 
in the east. A large number are shipped 
from here, however, for the coast trade. 

The birds are raised under conditions which 
give them the “ wild” taste. A good squab 
guinea weighs from one and a quarter to one 
and a half pounds, which is slightly under the 
weight of a medium prairie chicken., The 
full grown guinea fowls weigh from three to. 
four pounds. The market for the squab 
guinea is broadening rapidly and it is being 


sold now on ite own merits and is not neces- 
sarily dieguised ag prairie chicken. : 
Anovher bird the integrity of which has been 
attacked is the wild duck. There are plenty 
of wild ducks, but it is easier to raise them 
than it is to shoot them and evade the game 


laws with financia! success. Down on the. 


Calumet river and in other sequestered spots 
the wild duck ranches are beginning to be 
known. The industry is new. About two 
years ago a few of the tame “* wild ducks ” 
began to come on the Chicago market. They 
are distinguishable by the dealer from gen- 
ulne wild birds and do not bring quite the 
market. They are lacking somewhat in the 
gamey flavor, but are still good enough to 
deceive the ordinary café habitue. Usually 
the wings of the young “ wild” ducks are 
clipped so that they cannot fly away. But it 
is said that if they are fed regularly they 
may be allowed full liberty and captured for 
market when they come homé to meals. 

The quail has long been more or less sus- 
pected. Discussions as to the color of 
* quail’ meat are not uncommon. “ We had 
elicious quail at the banquet last night,” 
says Mabel. “ What color was the meat?” 
asks Bob. “ Dark," says Mable, 
you didn’t eat quail, then,” from Bob. “ But 
we did eat quail,’ says Mable; “it said 
‘quail’ on the bill of fare.”’ 

Quail on the Chicago market last year 8014 
wholeeale for $6.50 to $7 a dozen—when there 
was a dozen. Squabs—young pigeons. not 
young guinea fowls—abouta year ago sold for 
something like $8 a dozen. In addition the 
dealer was not afraid of arrest, and could 
depend on being able to supply his customers. 
When game laws have reached the point of 
allowimg a man to shoot only twenty-five 
birds in a day and requiring him: to accom- 
pany these to market and not to ship them, 
the market supply ie bound to be limited and 
erratic

Pigeon Business Recent. 

The pigeon business, in its present volume, 
is also a matter of recent date. The demand 
for squabs as.“ squabe"’ and not as quail is 
now jJarge. The market price has almost 
doubled and the “jumbo” squab today 
wholesales at $5 or more a dozen. But these 
large birds weigh as much as a pound apiece. 
The Scotch grouse is another impoeter. 
These birds: are raised abroad in game pre- 
serves and sometimes find their way here. 
They are slightly browner than a prairie 
chicken, but are hardly to be distinguished 
from it on the table. They have been used 
a goud deal for “ wild ” chicken lately. 
Another bird who is assuming a nom ée 
table is the capon. It is only a question of 
time when the capon wil! be masquerading as 
the turkey. Up to the present time the cost 
ot the convent bred rooster hes prevented 
this. But the large profits made in the past 
in’ capon nalsing have led so many into the 
ousiness A ee the market has been affected. 
At the present time the large capons, which 
sometimes welgh ten or eleven pounds, are 
being bought in place of smal) turkeys when 
these happen to be scarce. If the relative 
values change a little more, the annual board- 
ing house turkey will be spurious bird.
